Tbo vote scheduled In the Sem- 
nte for Friday on tho Income tax 
amendments to tho tariff bill will 
bo the feature of the week In Con- 
gretw. Second only to tho adoption or 
the rejection of this Important tax fea¬ 
ture of the pending legislation will be 
the Interest In the alignment of Sen¬ 
ators with the Republican regulars on 
tho one hand, opposed by the Demo¬ 
crats and a doubtful number of “In¬ 
surgent" Republicans. Senators Bailey 
and Cummins, representing respectively 
tha Democrat and suoh Republicans 
as are determined upon an Income tax. 
Appear confidant their compromise 
amendment will bo adopted. 


Berlin bankers and manufacturers 
held a mass meeting and organised the 
“Horn*' League for Trade, Commerce 
and Industry,** to resist attacks on 
these classes and to promote the elec¬ 
tion to the Reichstag of men pledged 
to reject unfair burden* on trade and 
Industry.

North German Lloyd Liner George 
Washington On Maiden

voyage to New York. In addition to oth¬

Mutineers Repulsed. 


TAKE PART IN WELLESLEY

At 5 o'clock, on the afternoon of the 
7th, the mutineers begun an attack on the 
church. For three hours the fight raged. 
A heavy fire was directed against the 
church and Ita defenders, but Gov. Walker 
nd his snfkUl force replied with such 
vigor that they discouraged all attempts 
to storm the place.

Their approach 
caused the disloyal constabulary force t • 
withdraw during tho night.

Escape To Mountains, 


Thirty native troopers escaped to the 
mountains with their arms and equip¬ 
ment. 

With the receipt of the news of the 
mutiny to-day also oqttu* word that de¬ 
tachment* of the Twenty-third Infantry 
have reached Davao, and quickly succeed¬ 
ed in restoring order. Several columns 
of troops were Immediately dispatched in 
pursuit of the mutineers It Is baii«ve<l 
here that the mutiny waa purely local, 
resulting from difficulties over food sup¬ 
plies or tho cure of women members of 
the families of the constabulary.

No Fear of Uprising. 


It Is thought to be confined to mem¬ 
bers of one company at Davao, and the 
fact that a neighboring camp, also com¬ 
posed of native*, hurried to the relief of 
the besiegvd trdops and Americans at the 
place, is died as proof of this. The 
mutineers are all Vlsayans. Next to 
Manila. Davao Is the most Imp >< tarn 
American community in the Philippine* 
It was planned only recently to send a 
regiment of American regulars there to 
protect the dint riot and friendly natives 
against mountain Moro bandits. 

Manila, Monday, Juno 14.—Brig. Gen. 
Harry H. Bandholts. chief of the Philip¬ 
pine constabulary, who is at present on 
a lour of Inspection In th*> Island of Jolo. 
will at once proceed to Jlavuo, Mindanao 
Island, the scene of the mutiny of the 
Second company of constabulary on June 
6, news of which reached here yesterday.

Will Make Example of Mutineer*. 


Brig. Gen. Bandholts will assume per- 
sonaJ command of the Constabulary forces 
sent In pursuit of the mutineers. The In- 
sulnr Government Is determined to make 
an example of the mutinous VUayan*. 
and the pursuit will bv pressed with the 
utmost vigor until the last of the mu¬ 
tineers have been captured. Several col¬ 
umn" of troops, both regular and con¬ 
stabulary. are already in the field. 

Acting Governor, Gen. Forbes, returned 
to-day from the province of Pampang i 
and soon wns in conference with Maj.

"This affair, deplorable as It seems to 
have been, ho* not changed ray opinion 
of the native constabulary, nor my belief 
In the generar excellency and loyalty of 
the force. Judgment must be reserved 
until we receive further detail* of the 
mutiny and the causes that brought it 
about.'* 

No telegraph connect# with Davao. Tho 
only communication Is by steamer from 
Zamtmngo. a naval station on the ex¬ 
treme southwestern point of Mindanao, 
or from Maintain?. There are no Indica¬ 
tions of any extensive military plans, 
aside from the ordering of several de¬ 
tachment to follow the mutineers.

AFFAIR FOLLOWS REPRIMAND. 


Des Moines. Ia. June 13—Corporal L4*l© 
Crabtree Uus afternoon seriously shot 
Capt. John C. Raymond, commanding offi¬ 
cer of Troop B. Second United States Cav¬ 
alry, at Fort Des Moines, then shot and 
seriously Injured First Sergt James H. 
Washburn und Corporal Elijah Such, who 
attempted to disarm him, and futally shot 
himself, the bullet striking a rib above 
tho heart and crushing It Hope# are en¬ 
tertained for Capt. Raymond's recovery. 

Crabtree had been reprimanded by Capt, 
Raymond because of bis failure to report 
when his leave of absence had expired 
this morning. He had spent tho night In 
I'fcea Moines and was to have returned to 
his barracks at « a. m. Crabtree was 
summoned by CapL Raymond this after¬ 
noon and questioned as to his conduct, 
whereupon the corporal hotly insisted he 
had leave of abeence till 7 o'clock to¬ 
night CapL Ray mond accepted this ex¬ 
planation and the incident was consid¬ 
ered closed, when Crabtree demanded 
that he bo transferred to another de¬ 
partment of tbe army, which Capt. Ray¬ 
mond refused to consider, telling the cor¬ 
poral he could not do that as long as he 
was not a good soldier. 

Immediately Crabtree pulled a revolver 
from his pocket and began firing. SergL 
Washburn Jumped to bis feet and grap¬ 
pled with the soldier, receiving a bullet 
In the hand and one In the Jaw. wlilch 
shattered the bone. Capt. Raymond had 
seised the man's hand and wri about to 
disarm him when a bullet struck him tn 
the neck, lodging tn the spine, and he 
dropped to tfie lloor paralysed. 

A bullet struck Corporal Such in the 
left arm. Crabtree then fired a bullet 
into his own body. 

CapL Raymond la the son of Brig. Gen. 
Charles W. Raymond, retired, formerly 
of the engineers, in charge of rivers and 
harbors, and stationed at New York. His 
brother is Maj. Robert Raymond, of en¬ 
gineers. stationed at New York. CapL 
Raymond is 3? years old and a member 
of a well-known military family In the 
EusL He waa eommlasioncd from Penn¬ 
sylvania.

The church was then closed to all 
except members of Dr. Hale’s family, 
former parishioners, close frUvuis and rep¬ 
resentatives of other Unitarian churches 
and various societies, the services begin¬ 
ning at 2 o'clock. British Ambassador 
James Bo*©© snd Gov. Eben 8. Draper 
were among thos * present. 

The Rev. Edward Cummings, pastor of 
tho church, conducted the simple services, 
which opened with the singing of tho 
Doxology und a prayer by the Rev. Chua* 
G. Ames, D. D.. uf the Church of the 
Disciples The Rev. James I »«• Normandie, 
D. !>., of Roxbury. rood the Scriptures, 
snd prayer was offered by the Rev. Ed¬ 
ward Cummings. 

Two hymns were sung by the gathering, 
tin* Ordination h>mn, written by Samuel 
Longfellow for bis classmate In Hju vurd, 
on the occasion cf l>r. Male's ordination 
tn Worcester, and "Brattle htreet." 
Arthur Hale, tddisl son of tbe deceased, 
gave the closing word, rising and oaylng:

Beaufort, N. C., June IX—With two rev¬ 
enue cutters, the Seminole and the Pam¬ 
lico. on watch, with a northeaster run¬ 
ning off the coast and great seas making 
the lnlots connecting tho North Carolina 
sounds with the Atlantic Ocean Impass¬ 
able for any tiling but the strongest craft, 
the chances of the success of s filibuster¬ 
ing expedition from these waters directed 
against Venezuela are to-day small. Yes¬ 
terday afternoon the cutter Pamlico left 
her headquarters at Newborne, N. C., un¬ 
der Instructions from the Treasury De¬ 
partment to get In touch at once with 
tho ancient sidewheel steamer Nantlcoke, 
which is suspected of filibustering Inten¬ 
tions This vessel was ai la*t account* 
at Edenton, a little North Carolina ship¬ 
ping port at the mouth of Chowan River, 
far bock on tho west coast of Albemarle 
Sound. 

The Treasury Department's activities 
were Invoked because of persistent ru¬ 
mors that former President Castro's 
friends were planning a hostile expedi¬ 
tion against President Gomel's Govern¬ 
ment. It was alleged that 10,000 or Ifi.iM) 
stand* of arras had been shipped from 
Belgium to America for this expedition.

Shipload of Guns. 

According to advice* received, the pro¬ 
moters of this enterprise, realizing that It 
would be impossible, without attracting 
the attention of the law officera, to tran¬ 
ship this large number of rifle* with the 
necessary ammunition at any of the At¬ 
lantic ports, has planned to send them to 
some interior port of entry, perhaps as 
far Inland as Chicago or Cincinnati Tlum 
they would be quietly transported to some 
small South Atlantic port and shipped to 
Venezuela.

OTHERS ACT LIKE HEROES. 


Sebastopol, June IX—All hope Is gone 
of saving the crew of the Russian sub¬ 
marine Kambala, which waa sunk In col¬ 
lision with the battleship Rostislav dur¬ 
ing maneuvers Friday night, or of recov¬ 
ering the wreck, owing to the great 
depth of the water. Two divers have died 
in the attempt to rescue the men on ac¬ 
count of the immense pressure. Others 
have tried repeatedly and heroically to 
pass chains around the wreck, hut finally 
came to the surface utterly exhausted, 
having 'accomplished nothing. All opera 
tlona have been abandoned. 

The chances of saving the live# of the 
Imprisoned men were recognised from 
the first as very remote, although under 
normal conditions the submarines have 
an air capacity of three days. The Kam¬ 
bala type of submarine, however, Is weak 
structurally, ami for this reason cannot 
normally make a descent of more than 
100 feet. The Kamibala went down In IW 
feet of water and only untrustworthy 
bulkheads stood between the men and 
death after the boat was struck by tho 
Rostilav’s ram. 

The disaster occurred five miles from 
Sebastopol Four men were saved, Includ¬ 
ing the commander. Lieut. Aqutlonoff, 
who was giving orders through the speak- 
ln f.. t V b<1 10 helmsman Just before the 
collisions. These order*, he says, were 
ml»lmerpret«-d, the helm being put to port 
instead of starboard. 

SENATOR BRADLEY ON

Jute and Jute Butts. 


Many Inquiries are being made concern¬ 
ing the effect of the recent tariff on Jute 
and jute butte procured by Senator Brad¬ 
ley and. a* there iwml to be a failure 
to understand it* effect, the Senator 
makes the following explanation: 

’•Jute Ui also called India hemp. It 1* 
a speck?* of hemp grown by laborer* in 
India who arc paid 5 cent* per day. in 
ie*> the tort ft duty wa* removed and 
idnce that time it ha* been Imported free. 
Last year 137,6351 tone cam© to thle coun¬ 
try. The et length of hemp to Jute l* a* 
100 to Oh. For tnl* reason, there are cer¬ 
tain article* required to ixwa»e*a great 
strength which cannot be made from 
jute, and Consequently hemp ha* a apeclal 
standing in this field. But thle field U 
quite contracted. a* there 1* comparative¬ 
ly a small demand for those articles, and 
the only reason hemp I* profitable le be¬ 
cause the crop i* ru limited. 

"When till* limited market l* supplied 
hclhp can nut In other respects compete 
with Jute, and hence, while the total 
amount of hemp rained and Imported in 
thle count O' I* only about thirteen mil¬ 
lion ton*. while. iu» stated, wo have more 
than 107,533 ton* of Jute Imported. Hence

NINE NUDE CHINKS 

IN STEAMER HOLD. 


Washington, June 13—The feeling In all 
factions In tho Senate Is that tho tariff 
bill Is approaching the lost days of Its 
consideration In the Senate. Senator 
Aldrich la hopeful that the end may be 
iched by next Saturday, and many of 
the conservative Republican*, a* well as 
many of the Democrats* are Incline^ to 
agree with, thia prediction. The "prugre* 
»lve" Republicans art not quite so opt! 
tnlstlc, but Senator Beveridge l« of the 
opinion that the final vote will not be 
postponed beyond the end of next week. 

The income tax amendments to the bill 
will be taken up for consideration on 
Friday and u vote may be reached on the 
proposition the same day. It Is possible, 
however, that effort! may bo made to se 
cure a still further postponement of i 
trot*.

General Cleaning Up. 


The week will be devoted to a gen 
erol donning up. With tho exception 
of one disputed point In the silk schedule 
the Senate last week concluded Its second 
consideration of the bill, and disposed of 
all paragraphs of tbs schedules on which 
the committee had reported. Among the 
questions not acted upon In committee 
were many disputed point*, but this will 
be an effort to clean them up rapidly and 
It Is believed comparatively little time will 
be taken on any of them. Among the 
more Important provisions still to be 
considered are those pertaining to lumber, 
wood pulp, print paper, hide*, coal. line, 
window glass, scrap Iron, cotton ties, 
cotton bagging, leather goods, binding 
twine and petroleum. 

• • • 

$4 Duty On Paper, 


Rough lumber remain* on the dutiable 
list, but the question of tho amount of 
duty and the differential between tbe duty 
on rough lumber and on the manufactured 
articles remain to be settled. In the 
paper schedule, the principal item* to be 
considered are the duty on ground wood 
and print paper. It seems probable that 
tho ground wood or pulp will be left free, 
but that the rate on paper will be made 
$4 per ton instead of Si a* fixed by the 
house, and $6 am In the present law. This 
provision will bo left open as long as j>»* 
sible to permit Senator IiaJe, who ha* 
been absent because of lllnesa, to be pre* 
ent when the subject comos up. He will 
stand out stancbly for a stiff duty on all 
of*these article*. 

e • « 

Hides Causing Trouble. 


Hide*, coal and petroleum are giving 
the Finance Committee no little conoern, 
but the present indications are that the 
Senato w ill ptaae a duty .oiy all of these 
article*. Zinc, zinc ore and zinc In blocks, 
pigs and sheets and other zinc paint prod¬ 
ucts ore still to t>o considered as are sut 
phate of ammonia and barytes. Sulphate 
of ammonia le used In fertilizing and the 
farmer* are making strenuous efforts to 
have It retained on the free list, where 
the House bill put It. while the manu¬ 
facturers are contending for a duty. It 
now unpears prebable that the farmers 
will wfh. Baryte* Is a Missouri product, 
and Missouri Republican* are strongly 
urging nn Increase over both tho Seriate 
end Houso rates. The outcome i* uncer¬ 
tain. 

There Is a demand for a reduction and 
reclassification of the window-glass 
schedule, but any prediction os to what 
tbe result might be would be misleading. 
The same may be said of the contest be¬ 
tween t>lg Iron and scrap Iron In the metal 
schedule. Tire House placed a duty of 
$jr»i> per ton on pig. but gave acrop iron 
a duty of only 50 centa. The Benale raised 
scrap to the same level with pig and the 
contest is between the rates of the two 
Houses on these items. 

• • • 

Southern Senators Busy. 

The Southern Senators are making an 
earnest, though probably, as ft now* ap¬ 
pears. an unsuccessful effort to have cot¬ 
ton ties and cotton bagging made free of 
duty, and the binding twine provision ha* 
been held up until the cottou tie question 
could be decided, probably on the theory 
that the Northwestern Senators could l»e 
prevailed upon to combine with the 
Southern States In the Interest of the two 
articles together. The leather schedule, 
including leather Itself and leather goods, 
is suspended awaiting the decision on 
hides. 

Other important art tries which remain 
undecided are pineapples, on which the 
Florida Senator* ask an Increase, and 
monaxlto and thorite, which are Ingredi¬ 
ent* In the mantle* of Incandescent lights. 
It is also understood that the Finance 
Committee will bring In some further 
changes In the *Uk schedule. 

• • • 

Much Talk. 


It is as yet uncertain as to how much 
discussion the Finance Commute* * pro¬ 
vision relating to maximum and minimum 
rates will provoke, but It Is expected 
that It will be thoroughly elucidated be¬ 
fore it ffaully receives approval It U 
generally understood that the committee 
will recommend a drawback prevision 
which will be along the lines of the pre* 
ent law rather thun accept the House 
provision. 

Night sessions will continue through 
the week. 

If the House succeeds In obtaining * 
quorum Monday ih© conference report on 
the census bill will be considered.

BUILDING READY IN A YEAR. 


Fitting exercises were held at the 
laying of the cornerstone of the new 
• 45,000 building of the SL Cecilia 
church, at the southeast comer of 
Twenty-fifth and St. Cecilia street* at 
4:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Sev¬ 
eral hundred people witnessed the Yen’ 
Rev. Jama* P. Cronin, vicar general of 
the diocese. and the Rev. Father H. 
A. Brady, assisted by the visiting 
priests, lay the stone In place. The 
usual church document*, and copies of 
the dally paper* were placed In the cop¬ 
per box which was put In the stone. 

Father Cronin blessed the stone, after 
which he made a short address. He 
spoke of the labors and the growth of 
the church, and told the people they 
were fortunate In having such a beau¬ 
tiful building to enter In the future. 
The visiting priest* who assisted in 
the services, which lasted about an 
hour, woro the Rev. H. J. Brady, the 
Rev. John Sheridan, the Rev. T. W.

GUS FIELDS FOUND UNOON 
SCIOUS WITH BROKEN SKULL. 


Brought To Louisville and Taken To 
City Hospital—Says Something 
About Being Pushed. 


While stealing a ride to the home of 
hte brethor at Cecilia. Ky„ whore he 
intended spending 8unda>\ Gus Field*, 
aged 10 years, an employe of Charles 
Fitch on the reuthern outfall sewer, 
foil or was pushed from an Illinois 
Central freight train about 10 o'clock 
Saturday night at a point twelve miles 
below* West Point. 

The boy was found unoonsdnyji at 
7 o'clock yesterday morning by Jim 
McCauley, a trackwalker, and he was 
taken to West Point where Dr. Pru¬ 
itt gave him flrat aid. He ^as brought 
In to the city hospital at 10 o'clock, 
and after an examination the hoppUaJ 
physicians stated that Fields had re¬ 
ceived a bad fnurture of tho skull at 
the base of the brain, and that there 
was little hope for his recovery. 

Fields lived with his brother. James 
Fickle, at 838 South Seventeenth street 
He left home at 7 o'clock Saturday 
night with tho Intention of catching 
an 8:30 o'clock train to Cecilia, where 
ho exjwcted to spend the day with hie 
brother. George Fields. It Is *uf>potu-d 
that he ml«ed the train and decided 
to moke his way to the village, which 
Is about fifty miles from Louisville.

COMING BACK FROM CHURCH. 


Washington. Juno 1$. — Regarding 
the proposed American participation In 
the foreign loan on the Hankow-Sxo- 
Chuen railroad. In which New York 
bankers are deputy interested, an of¬ 
ficial statement issued at the State Dc^ 
portment to-day declares that "tho de¬ 
partment Is following this situation 
with great interest and look* forward 
with confidence to a satisfactory ar¬ 
rangement between the American group 
and the German. British and French 
financiers." 

The statement sets forth th«> grati¬ 
fication of the American Government 
at the formation of a powerful and re¬ 
sponsible American financial group to 
enter thd field of investment In China. 
The Stare Department. It Is declared, 
is giving the enterprise the cordial 
support which it is ever ready to give 
to all legitimate and beneficial Ameri¬ 
can commercial and ffnanclul under¬ 
taking* in foreign countries. The 
statement continues that such under¬ 
takings are to be encouraged "because 
of their direct benefit to American 
commerce and to International rela¬ 
tions." 

• • • 

Activity In Railway Building. 


There has been great activity shown 
In railway building In ChiiiA since tho 
Russo-Japanese War. Concessions 
have been granted by China to British. 
German and French financial Interests 
to build railway lines, and money has 
already been borrowed abroad for the 
repurchase of the line between Pekin 
and Hankow from the financiers oper¬ 
ating It. * 

"In 1804," the statement says, "the 
American Minister at Pekin, on behalf 
of American capitalists who desired a 
concession to construct the Hankow- 
Szc-Chuen railway, approached the 
Chinese Foreign Office. In reply he 
received the assurance that If Chinn 
could not herself furnish the funds, 
American and British capitalists would 
be notified and be given the prior right 
to supply the sum needed. 

• • • 

Loan Hung Fire. 


"The British Ambassador In 1905 ap¬ 
proached the American Government 
and Informed it that British capitalists 
were desirous of opening negotiation* 
for furnishing a loan to construct this 
railway. The ambassador was In¬ 
formed that no American capitalists 
found It convenient at the time to co¬ 
operate with the British interests In 
the preliminary negotiations In an 
agreement which! wa* entered Into on 
October 2. 1905. by tho French and 
British financial groups to co-operute 
In securing various loans In China, pro¬ 
vision was made for American partici¬ 
pation. and tho American capitalist* 
were allowed twelve months to notify 
the British und French groups of their 
desire to participate In the loan*," 

• • • 

Financial Condition Prevented. 


Although American capltalletk did 
not, owing to financial conditions i In 
this country, find It convenient to Ac¬ 
cept the British Invitation to co-operate 
with the British and French group* In 
1905, in endeavoring to persuade China 
to make a foreign loan for the con¬ 
struction of thv Honkow-Ss»- i'huen 
lino, the department regards It a* for¬ 
tunate that before the negotiations 
were terminated the organization of 
the powerful American syndicate has 
made "It possible for China to fulfill 
her agreement and grant to the UuIUkI 
States participation In the loan In ac¬ 
cordance with the Wal Wu Pu’s prom 
Ue of 1904." 

• • • 

China Notified of Group. 


The Chinese Govern-- was noti¬ 

fied of the formation of the American 
group prior to the recent tentative Ini¬ 
tiating of thr loan contract on June G. 
Although American capitalists did not 
take up thl* matter In Its formative 
stage. It Is not felt at the department 
that the Interested parties will Contend 
that one of two Joint concessionaries can 
determine the period of time within 
which the right of the other may lapse, 
nor Is It believed that, having been 
notified of the readiness of American 
capitalists to participate In this loan, 
the Chinese Government would attempt 
to avoid fulfilling Its clear obligation 
to till United S tate" __

Crop West of the Father of Waters la 
Said To Be In Fair 
Condition. 


CHANGES IN FACULTY OF THE 
TRANSYLVANIA UNIVERSITY. 


■John li. Green, one or the oldest vet¬ 
erans In the Confederate Home at Pe- 
wee Valley, wo* struck and Instantly 
killed by a north-bound extra pas¬ 
senger train on the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad at 10:40 o’clock yes¬ 
terday morning. 

Mr. Green bad been out walking for 
tWO hours, ami was returning from the 
Catholic church at Pew # oe Valley when 
killed. The regular passeuger train 
»rom Lexington had just passed the 
crossing about two hundred yards from 
the home, and Mr. Green's attention 
was apparently attracted to the train 
fading in the distance. The extra was 
following closely behind, and a* the vic¬ 
tim came to the crossing of the track 
and the highway he met hi* death. It 
Is supposed that he was hard of hear¬ 
ing, for the engineer of tho approaching 
train sounded warning* for a distance 
of several hundred feet, und did every¬ 
thing possible to bring the heavy train 
to a stop. People within a hundred 
yards of Mr. Green also tried to ap¬ 
prise him of his danger but to no avail. 
• • • 

Smashed To a Pulp. 


Although he was not run over by 
the wheels, the cow-catcher and front 
bumpers^of the engine hit Mr. Oreen 
In such a manner that his left side 
was crushed to a pulp. The train was 
stopped about a hundred feet farther 
on up the track aud the bleeding and 
mangled form was carried Into the 
hospital, where It was seen at once that 
life was extinct. 

• • • 

Popular At the Home. 


Capt. O. Konnard, who I* In charge 
of the Confederate Home at the pres¬ 
ent time, said last night that he was 
unaware of the absence of Mr. Green 
from the home grounds and was look 
Ing for him when tbe body was carried 
Into the hospital. 

The tragedy served to lay a pall of 
sadness over all of the memlx rs of tho 
little community of fellowship, &* Mr. 
Green wu* one of the most popular 
members of tho place. 

Mr. Green was 86 years of age. Ho 
was born In Germany In 1825. He came 
to this country when a young man, and 
at the opening of hostilities U tween 
the section* enlisted In the famous 
Orphan Brigade, of which he was a 
member of Company C. He later served 
In the Infirmary corp* until after the 
battle of Jonesboro, when he was made 
a bugler, and In thts capacity he served 
until the end of the war. He Is sur¬ 
vived by one daughter, Mr*. J. C. Mc¬ 
Bride, of Mcrgunfield. Ky. 

C. \V» Smith, the Coroner of Oldham 
county, wras summoned from Lagrange, 
and tho Inquest was held at 1 o'clock. 
1h-‘ jury returned a verdict of acci 
dental death by a train. Funeral *«?rv- 
wtll hi* held over the body at the 
home at 3 o'clock this afternoon, tho 
Rev. Father Bowles officiating. The 
burial will be made In the Confederate 
cemetery. 

TELL-TALE BULLETS 
FOUND IN LIMAS* SHOP

The oil question was not dis¬ 
posed of finally, but the indiestlons are 
that crude ol! will b« made dutiable at a 
quarter of a cent a gallon, and on refined 
pi-troleum. a rate of 25 p*r cent. *<| valo¬ 
rem will be fixed. It is prohubl* also that 
the latter rate will be made to apply to 
products of petroleum. 

Many members of the Senate favor«M 
the countervailing duty cn petroleum, but 
the representatives of oil-producing 
Staten did not favor It. The demands for 
protection upon oils eomes principally 
from the independent oil men. 

The coal question wit* another Impor¬ 
tant subject under ronnldcrntion tn-duy. 
but was not disposed of. The sentiment 
of tho committee Is In fevnr of reducing 
the rate on bituminous coal from 87 cent* 
to TA cent* a ton. hut the Wyoming Sen¬ 
ators, in opposing a reduction. as*ert that

Into the Unite! States at th* lessor rate 
and the Wyoming er.al field* could not 
compete With It.

COMMERCE WITH JAPAN 

SHOWS BIG INCREASE. 


Washington. June IX—Some Idea of the 
extent of the commerce of Japan with the 
United States is obtained from the sta¬ 
tistics Issued to-day by the Hunan of 
Statistics, based on the official publication 
of Japan, entitled "Annual Return of the 
Foreign Trade of the Empire of Japan. 
1904.*’ These show that Japan Imports 
from the United States In 190* amounted 
to $39,000,000. The share which merchan¬ 
dise from tho United States formed of the 
total Imports Into that country In 
was 17.fl p*-r cent. This total is shown to 
be practically twice as great as a decade 
ago. Exports from Japan to the United 
States were In 1306 $61,000,000, or 32 per 
cent of the total exports. 

The statement points out the active 
rivalry of India and many European 
countries with the United States for the 
Japanese trade. ^

The story of a ntght In a wireless 
h latlon U told Jn an Interesting man¬ 
ner by a writer In Cassell’s Saturday 
Journal (London). He says: 

As my presence In the wiroles sta¬ 
tion was strictly against all rules and 
regulations os laid down by the com¬ 
pany. I shall not give Its name, for 
that might mean that my good friend. 
Simms, the operator, would get Into 
serious trouble, and that 1 should de¬ 
plore. Bo I shall call the station Pol- 
Bryann, which Is as little like Its name 
as possible. 

A little cluster of huts forms the sta¬ 
tion where tho mysterious power that. 
Independent of cable or aerial wire, has 
annihilated space, and proved of very 
real value to the world at large. Is 
harnessed. For who, after reading the 
story of how the Republic, smashed In 
and sinking, crowded with passengers, 
and enveloped In fog. was able to sum¬ 
mon help by means of her Maroon! In¬ 
stallation. so that every soul aboard 
*’M saved, can call wireless “a charm¬ 
ing, scientific toy/* as people did once 
call tl>e most wonderful Invention of 
the age? 

At each of four corners rises a tow¬ 
ering mast, and the halliards which 
hoist aloft the receiving rods and trans¬ 
mitters were thrumming a merry song 
to the lilt of the fresh gale that blew 
as I made my way to Pol-Bryann. It 
was dark and cold, and the roar of 
breaking surges ran throughout the 
night like the sullen muttering of dis¬ 
tant thunder. 

“Come In,** said Simms; “you've Just 
hit the right time. We’ll have all the 
liners calling us up before midnight— 
there are five due In the next few 
hours.” I entered, and gazed about me 
in some wonderment, for I hod never 
before been In a wireless station. I will 
describe this, which Is like, and also un¬ 
like. most of the others. Like, In that 
the short-distance Marconi is & simple 
matter; unlike, because It holds a long¬ 
distance installation, which enables it 
to send messages clean across the At¬ 
lantic when circumstances favor. Think 
of It; close on three thousand miles are 
those messages sent, starting from 
England and arriving In America with 
some degree of certainty, and yet there 
1 b absolutely nothing to guide the er¬ 
rant electric waves; there la no wire 
roadway for them to travel. Through 
impalpable space, driving resistlessly 
In and amongst the electrons of the 
luminous ether, the electric signals go, 
telling the news of a continent to an 
other continent three thousand males 
away t

Equipment of a Station. 


“Come outside. If you're warm," said 
Simms, “and I'll show you the plant, 
It’s more than a bit Interesting.” I fol¬ 
lowed him obediently. Closer Inspec¬ 
tion solved the four masts Into four 
slim towers, and against the flying scud 
of the storm was shadowed a mazy net¬ 
work of wires, reaching from mast to 
mast. "The more wire surface we have 
the better the chance of sending and 
receiving messages," explained my 
guide. "Here’s the dynamo house—like 
any other. We make our own electrici¬ 
ty. of course. That’s all that's to be 
seen outside. Now, we'll get back 
again If you don’t mind, for there 
might be signals." 

Once more in thp receiving room and 
he began to explain the meaning of 
the various instruments which lay 
about in orderly array on tables. There 
was a large telegraph key, such as may 
be seen In any postofflee, but very 
much larger, and an electric switch. 
Two or three telephone receivers were 
handy—I found out their use later. A 
huge Induction coll, capable of emitting 
a magnificent spark, and a box con¬ 
fining a little motor, worked by clock¬ 
work, completed the evidence, so far 
as I could see. 

"It s In the coherer that the wonder 
lies." said Simms, nicking up a small 
glass tube in which was a pinch of 
some metallic substance. “I don't pre 
tend to be a scientist; I'm only an 
operator. This coherer Is the basis of 
‘wireless’ In reality. It contains a slen¬ 
der silver rod at each end—see them? 
In between the two points of these rods 
Is a portion of silver and nlckle filings, 
with a very little mercury. Now 
watch!" He took hold of the key and 
commenced to sound. A vast flash ran 
across from pole to pole of the Induc¬ 
tion coll, a blinding flash; and the pinch 
of glittering dust In the coherer began 
to gathor Itself together, dissolving and 
regathering with precision. 

“The electric messages would he too 
faint to be deciphered without this 
coherer.*' said Simms; “It magnifies 
them and makes them readable, as 
you’ll see presently. The electric cur¬ 
rent Is generated In the dynamo house, 
and ta stored In the coil. I release it 
by using this sounding key, and it 
passes through the coherer, runs up 
to the distributing wires, and then 
flies off Into space. Just like lightning.

Xnow Where Ships Are. 

“Here's something that might inter- 
«'*t you." said Simms. Indicating a 
framed chart on the wall of the room. 
1 looked—It was to all Intents and pur¬ 
poses a printed representation of a very 
intricate game of cat’s cradle; llus» 
crossing and rocrosslng everywhere. 

■ “W hat Is it?" I asked naturally. He 
said. 'That's our chart—Communication 
Chart officially. It shows exactly the 
position of any ship carrying the Mar¬ 
coni at any given time during the 
month. Thoy're served out fresh every 
four weeks, so w© can tell to a few 
mites exactly where a ship will be at a 
given time. Here you are—look along 
this circle—It represents our short-dis¬ 
tance radius; two-fifty miles. Here's 
the Lucanla; 9 o'clock—sixty miles 
west of the F&stnet—she’s ahead of her 
time. It's easy enough when you know 
a ship's speed and time of sailing. 
Every Marconi ship—there are over one 
hundred and twenty of them now—has 
a similar chart put aboard* and her 
Marconi operator knows Just when and 
where he's likely to meet with other 
fitted ships, and to send messages ac¬ 
cordingly. Bless you, they might have 
telephones aboard liners nowadays; 
they play games of chess with one an¬ 
other at a distance of 200 miles, and 
keep it up voyage after voyage. No 
end of stories to be told about the Mar¬ 
coni, if you're Interested." 

Various other ships came within 
range as I waited there; German ships 
and French ships, and each one made 
itself known by Its allotted number and 
asked for news. 

“It’s getting time for long-distance 
now,” he said after a pause. “You can 
bear It—1 daren’t let you sec." He tele¬ 
phoned to the engine-house, and the 
reply came back that all was in readi¬ 
ness. "Every ship within 1.500 miles 
Is waiting for this," he said. "They 
know the hour for transmission. Well, 
so long; but plug your ears with some¬ 
thing—I use cotton wool." He disap¬ 
peared Into an Inner room and I waited.

Like Heavy Artillery. 


Suddenly a sound as of nearby artil¬ 
lery firing began. The hut shook to 
Its foundations; an acrid scent of elec¬ 
tricity filled my nostrils. Everywhere 
flashed mighty sparks of electricity; 
the finest lightning display I have evor 
soon was nothing to It. The harsh, bit¬ 
ing crackle of the power was stunning; 
It seemed verily as If man had chained 
the elements to his will, and was play¬ 
ing with them as with a giant toy. Fif¬ 
teen hundred miles away ships were 
waiting to hear whether stocks had 
continued their steady rise of the past 
week; and they were not disappointed. 

For tho best part of half an hour 
the thunder continued, and then It died 
away, and peace reigned in the wireless 
bouse. Simms reappeared, looking as 
unconcerned as If he had merely been 
sending messages from town to town 
over & solid wire. 

“We have to woar rubber glove*, and 
Insulate ourselves all over," he said; 
“we use a pretty strong current for 
long distance. Enough to kill a few 
men. If It happened to get mixed up 
with them. Now we'll settle down to 
ordinary work again." And throughout 
the night the marvels continued. Ships 
sent their messages and were answered 
to their satisfaction; news Items were 
flashed through the darkness, and al¬ 
ways the wonder grew. 

“And it's only In Its Infancy yet,” 
gloried Blmms. “Walt a year or two 
and you'll see developments. What do 
you say to torpedoes being steered for 
a couple of miles—and If a couple of 
mlle9 a couple of hundred?—by means 
of this same wireless? They’re experi¬ 
menting with It now. We shall soon 
be able to direct waves to any port of 
the compass. 

Ho was an enthusiast, and he saw 
visions. But I had seen enough mar¬ 
vels to content myself with realities; 
and w’hen I left Pol-Bryann it was with 
the conviction that I had witnessed the 
working of the greatest Invention the 
world has ever known. *

A perfect deluge of new and utterly 
unexpected taxes were proposed, ac¬ 
cepted. and passed their first and’ sec¬ 
ond reading during the last two days. 
The majority of thee* are objectionable 
and were passed without discussion 
The following is tho list:

An Increased tax on coffee and tea. 

That a storm of indignation will be 
aroused throughout the country Is a 
matter of course. Protest meeting* have 
been arrange everywhere, and when 
the Reichstag meets on June 16 It will 
assuredly be found that the whole 
finance program will hav* been re¬ 
tarded Instead of accelerated.

Buffalo. N. Y., June II.—Delegates to 
the thirty-sixth annual conference of 
charities and corrections occupied pulpits 
In all the leading churches of the city 
to-day. The conference sermon was 
preached at the Star Theater by the Rev. 
Stephen 8. Wise. D. D.. r&bbi of the 
Free Synagogue, New York City. 

Without naming him, R&bbi Wtse con¬ 
demned Mr. Carnegie’s libraries charity. 

"To call a man who has crushed his 
enemies singly and in groups a public 
benefactor Is a lie,*' said he. "We need 
justice more than we need libraries.” 

This evening J. B. Montgomery, of 
Coldwater, Mich., presided at a meeting 
devoted to the discussion of methods of 
State and private charitable Institutions 
and other child-saving agencies and the 
help they give in laying a worthy foun¬ 
dation for society. 

A. J. McKelway, assistant secretary of 
the National Child Labor Committee, 
spoke on "Child Labor in the South." 

He contradicted the claim of 8outhem 
manufacturers that conditions there have 
been exaggerated, that the numbers of 
tolling children are rapidly decreasing and 
the evil itself disappearing, by showing 
many stereoptloon views of actual condi¬ 
tions In three of tho larger industries. 

Mr. McKelway said in part: “The 
American intelligence appreciates the 
evils uf the system, in racial degeneracy, 
perpetuated poverty, growth of illiteracy, 
the disintegration of the family, the In¬ 
crease of crime, the lowering of the wage 
scale and the swelling army of the un¬ 
employed. 

The oy 


oyster pocking Industry in the 
South Is extensive along the Gulf coast. 
The wages to-day are below the standard 
of American living, and the workers are 
mainly Bohemians brought from Balti¬ 
more. During the summer season they 
are employed In the fruit And vegetable 
canning industry of Marylund. whose 
child-labor law has a spoclul exemption 
for the conning Industry. The commu¬ 
nities where they are employed testify to 
the pitiful plight In which the workers 
often find themselves. Their children ar© 
numerous, and from S years old and up¬ 
ward are employed in shucking the oys¬ 
ters piled upon tram cars, alter having 
been run through a steam-heated cham¬ 
ber. Out of one force of 160 hands at 
work l counted thirty-five children not 
over 10 years old apparently. From the 
peculiar conditions of their employment 
they have absolutely no chance for an 
education. 

"The cigar Industry in Tampa, Key 
West, and to a lesser degree in Rich¬ 
mond. Petersburg oml Danville, Virginia, 
employs a large number of children. In 
Tamna alone, the number of children un¬ 
der fourteen increased in two years from 
a few score to over a thousand. Former¬ 
ly. only Bpantoh and Cuban children 
Were employed, but note a great number 
of the native white people of Florida have 
moved to Tampa that their cldldren may 
learn this trade. The Inevitable effect 
will be the lowering of the wag© scale In 
whit Is now a high-waged industry. 

"The students of the child labor prob¬ 
lem know that the cotton mill has always 
been cursed with child labor and its 
natural accompaniment of long hours and 
low wages. On account of non-enforce¬ 
ment of laws, themselves defective. 
Southern cotton mills are conspicuous 
for the employment of children Hun¬ 
dreds of them have been photographed at 
work, within the last year, and they are 
but typical of tens of thousands of them 
working from ten to twelve hours a day, 
or night. The evil is too great to be 
concealed, and the children too numerous 
to be hidden. There is no possible ex¬ 
cuse for such wholesale abuse of child¬ 
hood.”

Fire, of unknown origin, which start¬ 
ed In the freight elevator shaft at 10:15 
o’clock last night, partly destroyed the 
building occupied by the Christian Ob¬ 
server, the Farmers’ Homo Journal, 
Converse & Co* printers; Martin 
Gable's machine shop, and the machine 
shop of the Knobel-Kappa Company, 
at 412-414 Third avenue. The loss will 
amount to about $10,000, fully covered 
by Insurance. 

While Jesse Cunningham, the night 
watchman at the place, was making hts 
rounds through the building shortly 
after 10 o’clock last night he was at¬ 
tracted to the rear of the second floor 
by the pungent odor of smoke. Hurry¬ 
ing back to Investigate, he was nearly 
suffocated by a burst of smoke and 
flames as he opened the door Into the 
Gable machine shop. He discovered 
that the elevator shaft was a mass of 
flames, and rushing from the building 
he turned in an alarm from the box at 
Third avenue and Green street.

Turns In Second Alarm. 

The moment the No. 2 Company ar¬ 
rived on the soene, Tom Callahan, aide 
to the chief, saw that the location 
would make the fire difficult to handle, 
and he immediately turned In a * 
ond alarm Six engine companies and 
three book-and-ladder companies re¬ 
sponded to this oall. 

Dense smoke was issuing from all at 
the windows of the second and third 
floor* rear, and It was thought by 
those watching the progress of the 
flames from Third avenue that the fire 
had reached the plant of the Courier- 
Journal Job Printing Company Sev¬ 
eral Ikies of hose were run into the 
alleys and over the tops of the sur¬ 
rounding buildings and after about 
twenty minuses' hard work the fire¬ 
men bad the flames under control. 

The machine shop of Martin Gable 
was almost a complete wreck and the 
loss will amount to about $2,000 In that 
department alone. The Knobel A 
Kappa Company, on the third floor, 
will suffer a loss of $1,000. Harry T. 
Pollard, acting manager of the Con¬ 
verse Printing plant, stated, after mak 
Ing a cursory examination, that the loss 
to the building, presses and paper stock 
would amount in the aggregate to 
about $10,000. 

The Farmers' Home Journal, which 
Is owned by John W. Vreeland, will 
suffer but small loss, but the Christian 
Observer, of which two forms of the 
current Issue were already printed and 
were drying in the press rooms, will 
suffer a loss of several hundred dol¬ 
lars. 

While fighting the flames from the 
roof of the United Laundry building, 
Johnny Kessler, a pipeman of the No. 
8 Engine Company, was overcome by 
smoke and h© had to be carried from 
the roof of the house.

A New Railroad. 

A new railroad which will form an 
important connecting link la being built 
from M&dloorvvilie by way of Central 
City and Hartford to a point on the 
Louisville, Herxk*raon and St. Louis 
railroad, probably at or near Irvington. 
The enterprise has already reached the 
jock-laying stage and several miles of 
,• road are practically completed, 
'here are some Indications that It may 
vtlop into a more a:ob!Uous project 
than U contemplated In the immediate 
scheme of ooojvt ruction, but railroad 
bulkier* are never very communicative 
and the presumption of a larger plan 
is merely speculative. The line, at any 
late, will develop a new territory. It 
extends across a strip of country every 
foot of which is underlaid by coal de¬ 
posits and its construction is sure to be 
followed by the opening of a number 
of new mines.- 

Hartford, a good Inland town, which 
has no railroad facilities at present, 
will be put in closer touch with the 
world and will see the realization of 
years of effort to secure such connec¬ 
tion. Hartford has witnessed the rise 
And fall of a number of railroad 
schemas and aftor a season of hope 
long deferred her citizens are doubtl<*as 
In a frame of mind to oeiebrate with 
exceeding great Joy the coming of tho 
Iron horse. It takes a good many pa 
per railroads to make a real, tangible 
railroad, with right of way. tracks and 
equipment. Hartford Is to be congrat¬ 
ulated that one of her fondest dre&ms 
Is about to be realized. 

0antral City, already thing of 

a railroad and mining center, will be 
touched by the new line. Madlson- 
. villc, Morgan field and a number of 
other towns will be given more direct 
connection with Louisville than they 
have heretofore enjoyed. 

One of tho possibilities of the road Is 
* mentioned by the Hartford Republican: 
"It Is, pointed out that with the com¬ 
pletion of the M.. H. and K. tho L. an 1 
N. Company esn, by the construction of 
about six mile* of road from MarKftn 
field to Bhawncetown and the building of 
a bridge serous the Ohio River at the 
letter point, establish a more direct route 
from Louts vlllo to Ft Louis and he 
Northwest than any other road, the *nnK 
being several miles shorter than by th* 
present rotlts via Owensboro. Heudirsoi 
and Evansville. That this will be doue in 
the near future Is currently reported sad 
discussed. With this sort of d*?ul ti e M.. 
H. and E. will become one of the most 
important roads In the entire country.” 

Whether tho road la to matoriaiize 
Into a trunk line os Indicated in the 
foregoing Is a matter for the future to 
decide. For the present there L the 
assurance of an important addition to 
tht railway mlleago of the State, pass¬ 
ing In part through an undeveloped 
country, putting isolated towns ini 
touch with tho outsldo world and 
promising material additions to Ken¬ 
tucky** mines and mineral output. Tills 


Launched; Push It Along. 

The Elisabethtown meeting repre¬ 
sented the formal launching of the 
“good roads” campaign. Heretofore 
there has been much said and done in 
behalf of the movement, but It was all 
preliminary. Tho plans ore now in 
definite shape, the work Is all mapped 
out for the summer and from this time 
on the proverbial “whirlwind” cam¬ 
paign Is to be the kind of campaign 
that the people of Kentucky ar# to 
witness, participate in and push along. 

The plans have taken a definite 
shape because the aim of those plans 
Is definite. The aim Is to carry In 
the fall election the proposed constitu¬ 
tional amendment known as the Bos- 
worth-Wyatt bill, whose text, though 
brief, holds within Its limits the possi¬ 
bilities of State greatness That 
amendment is Intended to sweep away 
existing obstacles In the path of tins 
highways by enabling the State Gov¬ 
ernment to lend Its credit to the coun¬ 
ties for road construction and by per¬ 
mitting the counties to Increase their 
own levies for the same purpose. So 
Important is the measure that It is 
well for every voter to familiarise him¬ 
self with It and realize Its merits. It 
runs as follows: 

'The credit of the Commonwealth may 
be given, plc-dged or loaned to any coun¬ 
ty of the Commonwealth for public road 
punof.es, and any county may be per- 
hdtiod to incur an Indebtedness in any 
amount fixed by the county, not in excess 
of I par centum of tho value of tho taxa¬ 
ble property therein, for public road pur¬ 
poses in said county, provided said addi¬ 
tional indebtedness Is submitted to the 
voters of the county for their ratification 
or rejection at a special election held for 
•aid purpose, in such manner as may be 
provided by law. and when any suoh 
Indebtedness is Incurred by any county 
said county may levy, in addition to the 
tax rate allowed under Section 157 of the 
Constitution of Kentucky, an amount not 
exceeding 30 cents on the 1100 of the ae- 
sesnod value of said county for the pur¬ 
pose of paying the Interest on said in¬ 
debtedness and providing a sinking fund 
for the payment of said Indebtedness.** 

That is the whole thing In a nutshell. 
As the campaign proceeds more and 
more will be heard of It and more and 
more will the people of the State 
understand 1L If the voters turn out 
and approve It and so Incorporate It 
into the organic law of the Common¬ 
wealth the way la cleared for a decided 
impetus to road-building and the in¬ 
crease of the people's wealth. Rural 
land values will go up like magic as 
the avenues of travol are Improved. 
Life will become pleasanter than ever 
before. The cost of farm operation 
will be reduced. Principal and earn¬ 
ings wiU be enlarged. Kentucky will 
taste a prosperity long awaited^ but 
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The Educational Outlook.’ 

The Kentucky Educalloiiul Associa¬ 
tion Is to hold its annual meeting at 
EsttU Springs, beginning June 31 and 
lasting three days. With the awakened 
interest that has been manifested In 
educational affairs in recent years the 
meeting should, and doubtless will, be 
largely attended. Kentucky has had 
many and faithful laborers In the cause 
of popular education, some of whom 
have worked with undlmlnished energy 
over a period reaching far back Into tho 
past There has been no lack of dlacus- 
alon, of agitation, of talk of reform In 
school laws and school methods for the 
last quarter of a century. In spite of 
that fact progress has been slow and 
the problem of educating the masses 
has all along been a paramount Issue 
with those who took the trouble to In¬ 
vestigate the deplorable educational sit¬ 
uation. 

Only recently, comparatively speak¬ 
ing. has this long and continuous agi¬ 
tation seemed to have effected any¬ 
thing like a general awakening or a 
popular realization of the need of 
organized and energetic efforts for bet¬ 
ter conditions. Happily the whole 
State now seems aroused &gd the out¬ 
look Is most encouraging. With “whirl¬ 
wind campaigns; M with teachers’ or¬ 
ganizations In State, districts and coun¬ 
ties; with the women’* clubs carrying 
the war into the mountains; with the 
Legislature making large appropria¬ 
tions for normal schools and for educa¬ 
tional Institutions supported by the 
State’s bounty, a new gait has been 
struck and Kentucky is getting In step 
with the p lore progressive States of the 
Union. 

The log school house with the punch 
eon floor is passing to oblivion. The old- 
time teacher who wielded the birch and 
taught the alphabet within its unsani¬ 
tary and inhospitable walls Is passing 
with It to the Umbo of things that were. 
Often well-meaning and qulto as often 
incompetent, he probably did the best 
he could with the lights before him and 
under the circumstances that surround 
ed him. And “he who does the best 
his circumstances allows does well, acts 
nobly; angels can do nothing more.” 
Peace to his ashes. We may not look 
upon his Uke again and If we do not 
the rising generations will be all the 
better for it Doubtless he served his 
purpose, as did the little log school 
house, but there Is no place for the 
likes of him now—for the log school 
house has given way to the new and 
chipper Uttle frame, or the more com¬ 
fortable and commodious brick struc¬ 
ture. 

Along with thft evanescence of the 
old-time pedagogue has followed the 
uprising and the outgoing of the rural 
stripling who taught a term between 
crops and whose principal interest in 
the undertaking was concentrated In 
the check passed out to him at more or 
less regular Intervals by the County 
Superintendent for services poorly ren¬ 
dered. Possessing sufficient ability to 
pass an imperfect examination by a 
tight squeeze, and sufficient audacity 
to Impress a trio of trustees Into some 
sort of hazy belief or suspicion of his 


efficiency, he was generally lucky 
enough to got a school, for teachers 
were scarce any way and almost any¬ 
thing would do In a pinch. That he 
is an Improvement fin his old-time 
predecessor la much to be doubted find 
that he has gone with him. or after him, 
over the border l* a fortunate thing 
for the great cause of education and 
for the Juvenile mosses wbo have to 
live and learn. In bis place we are 
finding tho capable school ma'am, trim 
and trig, bright and vigilant, giving 
faithfully of her time and knowledge 
for the advancement of her pupils; 
earning their affection and rvsperi and 
wlnulng the approbation of her patrons. 
Or, peradventure, we find the normal 
school graduate a sentinel on tho out- 
ports whose vigilance does not slum¬ 
ber; a well-equipped teacher with 
an ambition to rise In his profession; 
a workman who is conscientious In hla 
work and who realizes the magnitude 
of the task in hand and the responsibil¬ 
ity that rests upon his shoulders. 

These transitions and transforma¬ 
tions In the rural schools have had 
their counterpart In some degree In the 
city schools where, perhaps, the con¬ 
trasts have not been so strongly mark¬ 
ed. They ore landmarks along the 
way of educational progress, marking 
what has been achieved by slow and 
toilsome method* Coincident with 
them have been other changes and Im¬ 
provements, possibly no less helpful, 
but less conspicuous to the general ob¬ 
server. 

There are many difficulties yet to be 
surmounted, many and varied problems 
yet to be solved, but It is a potent and 
vital fact that progress Is being made 
and that the time never has boen, in 
Kentucky, when the outlook was so 
hopeful. The Kentucky Educational As¬ 
sociation has been, and is, doing much 
to forward tho cause. It has a long 
period of usefulness behind It and all 
the years of the future In front of it. 
YVIth encouragement born of the ad¬ 
vancement that has been made It 
should move on mllitantly to greater 
and greater achievements.

He Is to be 
one of tho principal speakers In the “Sec¬ 
ond 'Whirlwind Campaign for Education 
In Kentucky,** which Is being conducted 
by the Department of Education, under 
the direction of Prof. J. G. Cr-zbbe. Gov. 
Willson Is to give an entire week to this 
work, and ho will visit some of the coun¬ 
ties that are miles from any railroad, 
where tho only means of locomotion is by 
mule. • 

As a drawing card. In the mountain 
sections especially. anv governor is a 
drawing card that is butter than a cir¬ 
cus. The Governor Is a greeter man than 
the President of the United States In the 
eyes of nmny of th* residents of the re¬ 
moter section* of the mountains, as the 
Governor has the power to fxirdon and 
can do other things for Kan tuck Ians that 
tho PmuJcnt cannot. So Gov. Willson Is 
Certain to have* crowds. He would have 
Mg crowd* If he was to talk about the 
situation In China or anything else. Re¬ 
ally, though,, the question of education Is 
a live one In the mountain* where the 
people are hungry for knowledge and 
want better schools, patronising the ones 
they nave bettor tlum hi many other sec¬ 
tions of the State, lu spue of great dlfll- 
cultiee. Bo they Will go to hear the Gov¬ 
ernor talk to them about education. 


Good Politic* To Visit Mountain*. 


A Task For Mr. Toft. 

President Taft enjoys tho Inestimable 
advantage of Intimate personal ac¬ 
quaintance with all those numerous out¬ 
lying and extra-territorial appanage* of 
the Uulted States, most of which hsve 
come to burden us during his own pub¬ 
lic life. He knows at first hand their 
particular needs and the problems 
which vex them, and his administra¬ 
tion Is likely to be signalized by a more 
Intelligent sympathy with that exotic 
point of view which, to most Ameri¬ 
cans, Is either perplexing or downright 
disgusting. That “Dagoes'* and little 
dark brown people have no business to 
soo through spectacles not of our 
choosing, Is a very general feeling. 

But first he will find It necessary to 
co-ordinate the different methods of 
management, and to lodge the respon¬ 
sibility, so far as may be, "under one 
hat" Just how tangled are existing 
arrangements may be gathered from a 
recent statement to the effect thftt. 
while the Philippines and the canal 
•one are under the War Department, 
the Bureau of Insular Affairs looks 
after the archipelago and t^he Canal 
Cognmlsaion attends to Panama. Guam 
and Samoa report to the Naval De¬ 
partment, Porto Rico /and Hawaii 
lo the Interior and In Alaska “the dif¬ 
ferent interests of the territory that 
are not directly cared for by the gov¬ 
ernor are looked after by the general 
administrative departments to which 
such Interest* seem most nearly to ap¬ 
pertain.” 

Clearly, there Is room for a thorough 
reorganization of arrangements whJch 
at present make only for confusion and 
expense. 


If a man has political ambition and 
holds the office of Governor It is a good 
play for him to via;t those counties In 
the Slate where a Governor is a rare 
specimen sfu! seldom seen. Until Gov. 
Hockh*m took the oath of office many of 
the mountain countie* had never been 
visited by any Governor of Kentucky, 
and thousands of persons ltvlhg In'those 
mountain counties had never seen a Gov¬ 
ernor while he was Governor. 

Gov. Willson says he has no political 
aspirations, that all ho wonts Is to be 
allowed to »?rvi out Ids’term as Governor, 
in tk;» performance of his duty, but he 
does want to see something more of the 
mountains and the people. Now It is not 
an easy thing to get speakers who are 


willing to go Into the mountain*, where 
travel Is dimcult, and Proi Cfabbe' has 


boen having difficulty getting men who 
would agree to go to the mountains. 
There has been no trouble getting speak¬ 
ers to go to the counties tTuit are easily 
reached by rail, but fow of the speakers 
want to nut themselves to physical dis¬ 
comfort in getting to tho places where 
they are to speak. Prof. Crabbe found 
tW*o msn. however, who preferred the 
mountains. One wan Gov. Willson, who 
selected tho mountains as his territory 
voluntarily, and the other was CapL 
Jackson Morris, Assistant Secretary of 
Stale, who was born In tho mountains, 
knows them ami loves them, and he nat¬ 
urally wont to tho mountains. \\ hat 
caused Copt. Morris to go to the moun¬ 
tains to make wiiat speeches he Is to 
make was the fact tliat squirrels are 
plentiful Just now In tho woods, and CapL 
Morris will talk on education and shoot 
between times 

Gov. Wlltscn Is going to start his speak¬ 
ing tour at Somerset and from ther# will 
go to Mouticello. in Wayne county. Then 
he will strike out across the mountains 
and spend a whole week Thero will be 
a great many other speakers beside Gov. 
WDlsofi In the campaign, and in every 
county fh tho Suite so mo speaker will de¬ 
liver one or more addresses. Prof. Crabbe 
believes that he will be able to awaken

There will be nothing resembling the 
shodc of surprise that the naval officers 
attached to the U. 8. 8- Mississippi, who 
were actively engaged In the acceptance 
of the silver service for the ship, emerged 
I from that function without embarrass * 
ment to themselves or a disturbance of 
tho equanimity of the celebration. There 
were infinite possibilities of something 
quite different, largely owing to the ex¬ 
pressions of some of the Northern news¬ 
papers, especially the New York Sun.

of Beauvoir, his home. An unfortuuAte 
situation was further provoked by the at¬ 
tempt of an Ohio Congressman to have 
adopted In Congress a resolution calling 
on ths Secretary of ths Navy for Informa¬ 
tion concerning this design. The text 
of ths resolution, properly suppressed, 
was a cheap appeal to sectional prejudice. 
Notwithstanding these expressions, the 
Southern people, who were concerned in 
live presentation ceremonies, conducted 
that affair with liberal and patriotic trib¬ 
ute, equaled only by the hospitalities ex¬ 
tended to the officers and enlisted men of 
the ship. 

Great credit Is reflected upon CapL 
John C. Fremont, commanding officer of 
the Mississippi, for his message; “The 
MVy ha* no sectional prejudice; Its pa¬ 
triotism knows no bound* save those of 
ths groat country." which sentiment was 
made the taxi of one of the eloquent 
speeches In tho presentation exercises st 
Pascagoula. The presentation address 
was delivered by a woman. Mrs Belva 
Miller Lockwood, who received a tribute 
from Gov. Noel as the one who had done 
most to make the gift possible. Mrs 
Lockwood's address was a model of public 
address and she spoke with all the ardor

No less sincere, tactful and eloquent 
wero the words wlUi which the gift was 
accepted by Lieutenant Commander Ben¬ 
jamin B. McCormick.

There were those who entertained ths 
apprehension that thero would be trouble 
ov«*r this particular part of tbs design of 
the MJsalsstppriasUvsr service, as If the 
portrait of Jefferson Davis on a silver 
punch bowl would do harm to anybody. 
The people who gave the silver service 
to the Mississippi were entitled to place 
thereon the design and inscription which 
their good sense and coinprehenoffin of the 
artistic suggested. They did not lntsnd 
to offond and it was unjust to them to 
make It appear that their purpose was 
anything but highly complimentary to the 
ship and It* personnel, to the emir* serv¬ 
ice and to the country. 

Jefferson Davis was a notable figure in 
American history. He was a gallant de¬ 
fender of his country, of splendid military 
record in its service in Mexico and a 
useful man in ths civil branch as United 
States Senator and Cabinet officer. Re¬ 
garding Jefferson Davis as suctv his por¬ 
trait and the representation of his home 
on an article of the silver service of a 
ship-of-war constitute no outrage and 
furnish no occasion for distress of mind 
on the part of the beholders. It is agree¬ 
able to record the fact that the citizens of 
Mississippi and the officers of the ship 
refused to fall Into the trap set for them 
by those who delight In creating sectional

Tho 
rockers poked him and the chair seat 
barked his shins. This* did not tend to 
put the Governor In any better humor, 
and when he reached the telephone, still 
half asleep, end found that It was a 
newspaper man, who wanted to tell him 
about a lynching, the Governor was mad 
clear through, and ha showed It 

What the Governor really said was 
that he did not see why he should be 
naked up to be told about something 
with which he had nothing to do; that It 
wax a matter for the local authorities an- 
i:rely end he had nothing to do with the 
hang'.ng. But the Governor was talkiug 
rather more rapidly than usual and his 
words v.ere misunderstood. He was 
quoted as saying that the lynching was 
a purrfV local matter, with which he 
had nothing t*> do and no Interest In. 
Many of the papers printed It that way. 
and they also announced that the lynch¬ 
ing uus in sight of the Governor's man¬ 
sion.

The professional reformers, who main¬ 
tain a vigilant and corrective agent In 
Washington, have turned thslr attention 
to the army officers* meaae* at military 
posts with th# report to the Secretary of 
War that alcoholic beverages are sold to 
officers st sueh places In violation of the 
anti-canteen law. os the act of February 
X 1901- *» known. It has been considered 
and will be still held by the War Depart¬ 
ment that these officers’ messes do not in 
any sense correspond wiOi the canteens 
which were abolished by legislation. If 
that were the case, it wodid amount to 
regulating the domestic affairs of com¬ 
missioned officers, since the officers’ 
messes have Ail the characteristics of the 
home of the members. It wui certainly 
not the Intention of Congress to control 
the Internal administration of these meas¬ 
es. which constitute the prtvato dining¬ 
room of officers, who. habitually or cas¬ 
ually. are subsisted thero. The « pc rotary 
of War will Aot act on the complaint 
which has been filed. It Is understood 
that the people who have busied them¬ 
selves to the extent of abolishing the 
meritorious canteen contemplate further 
restrictive legislation relating to the mil¬ 
itary-naval establishment. This high¬ 
handed proceeding cannot be too prompt- 
ly or emphatically discountenanced. It 
would receive no consideration at the 
Capf'tol were It not that the influence* 
which are back of prohibition, which does 
not prohibit, scare the legislators Into a 
frenzy of legislation that may stop nt 
nothing short of outrageous Interference 
with individual liberty.

To Insure the permanency of tho Col¬ 
lege of Liberal Arts as a part of the 
University of Louisville, 11 will be 
necessary to raise an endowment fund, 
the beginning of which must ts made 
within the next twelve months. Th« 
present financial arrangements do not 
extend beyond tliat time. Tills fact 
is pointed out In tho following address 
to lint people of Loulsvillo by the Board 
of Trustee of the University; 

To tho People of Louisville: Perhaps a 
majority of the cilisens uf Loulsvlhe 
ore wholly unacquainted with the origin, 
history and purposes of the University 
of Louisville. This want of familiarity 
on the part of our citizens with an Im¬ 
portant institution belonging to mem can 
not be wholly attributed to the absence 
of civiq pride. Several cause * have com¬ 
bined to bring about this condition. The 
primary cause is that uulU very recent¬ 
ly the energies of the university have 
been altogether confined to lha teaching 
of law and medicjne—subjects which do 
not meet the educational needs of our 
whole population. The secondary cause 
Is mat the trustees of the university 
have not themselves done their whole 
duty, for they have neglected to keep 
the peopi© of Louisvuie in touch with 
the university. 

It is. of course, generally known that 
the university hs* for many years main¬ 
tained s medicai department and a law 
deportment, beyond this, until within the 
last two years, no serious effort has been 
made to broaden the Institution into s 
real university, and to meet the needs of 
a grt-ajt and rapidly growing community 
for higher general education. The intent 
of our patriotic forefathers, who con¬ 
ceived the University of Louisville, wss 
that it should actually be a university, 
affording to oux people all the privileges 
furnished by such *n institution of high¬ 
er learning. 


The property on Chestnig street, be- 
itween Eighth and Ninth streets, which 
had been conveyed by the city of Louis¬ 
ville to the Medical Institute, "as, after 
the incorporation of the University of 
Louisville, properly conveyed to the lat¬ 
ter Institution some time in the year 
Ever since that time the university has 
conducted a medical college and a law 
college. Each of these collog«s. In the 
meantime, graduated numerous students 
and some of them have become dletln- 

S alshed doctors and lawyers In many 
tat os of the union. 

In the course of time a number of 
medical schools were established in Lou¬ 
isville. which were controlled by private 
persous or corporations. These schools 
were conducted In competition with each 
other for private gain, and the reeult 
was tliat the tone ©f medical education 
was necessarily lowered, and the suprem¬ 
acy of Louisville as a center of medical 
education In the South was seriously en¬ 
dangered. In this condition of affairs the 
trustees of the University of Louisville 
eel about the difficult work of coasolldat- 
Ing all of ttieee medical schools Into one 
college, which should be the medical de¬ 
triment of the University of Louisville, 
“his work Involved many difficulties, but 
during last year it was accomplished, so 
that the medical department or the Uni¬ 
versity' of Louisville Is now the only med¬ 
ical college In I«oui*viUa Its whole in¬ 
come Is devoted to its upbuilding. The 
trustees and faculty—except a few of tho 
faculty who devote most or their time to 
leaching—serve the college without any 
remuneration whatever. At the present 
section (here ere 730 students In the med¬ 
ical department. The medical college of 
the university Is one of the largest med¬ 
ical colleges In the United States, arid It 
la the purpose of the trustees to maintain 
the college as one of the highest order. 


Need of a University. 


Need of Medical Education. 


The need for medical education was, of 
oourso. of paramount Importance In the 
early history of the diate. Ths country 
was nov. and sparsely settled, and com- 
mi. meat ion was slow and difficult By an 
rust of the Legislature of Kentucky of 
February. 1833, the Medical institute of 
Louisville was Incorporated. The In cor¬ 
porators wero William C. Galt Coleman 
Rogers, A. G. Smith. John F Declary. 
L Fowel, J. F. Harrison, R. H. Broad¬ 
nax. K. P. Gist and J. Y. DashlalL 

Under this charter, shortly after Its 
paoMMta the first medical school «iu 
?«(ablished In Louisville. The work of the 
medical Institute was confined to teach¬ 
ing medicine, but tlie clLsene of the town 
soon conceived th# notion of building on 
this foundation a genuine university. The 
subject, no doubt, was fully and widely 
discussed among the people of the town. 
They w«r© earnestly Interested In the 
Important subject of education. On th* 
ftiHh of March. 1837. more than four years 
after the medical institute was chartered, 
and after general and full notice in the 
city newspapers, a Jorge meeting of the 
ciUsens of the town was held at the 
Radical Methodist Episcopal church. The 
meeting was organised by the election of 
Levi 1 yler as chairman and W. Tanne- 
hUl os secretary This meeting unani¬ 
mously adopted the following reenjutlons; 

“First—That there ought to be a college 
tn the city of Louisvills, with both med¬ 
ical and law department* attached. 

"Second—Tiiat the public square in the 
cly. bonnffed by Eighth. Ninth. Cheetnut 
and Magazine streets, should be ect apart 
lor the location of such college thereon. 

Third—That sold square Is large enough 
for the erection of buildings for a college 
proper, and for both tho law and medical 
departments thereof. 

“Fourth—That the Mayor and Council 
of the city sh&il act in conformity with 
the public sentiment of the citizens by 
donating saJd square for the erection of 
eatd buildings. 

“Fifth—That the establishment of a col¬ 
lege with medical and law departments 
attached would he alike heneficinl and 
advantageous to all th« citizens of Louis¬ 
ville. In proportion to their property and 
business, nnd ought to be a geueraJ charge 
on all. 

“Sixth—That It ts highly expedUnt and 
proper that the medical department of 
such collrgo should he Immediately es¬ 
tablish'd, wdth a sufficient endotvment, on 
the part of the city of Louisville, to af¬ 
ford meins of medical Instruction equnl 
to any other college In th# United Sratrs 
and that, therefore, the Mayor and Coun¬ 
cil of the city are requested to designate 
and donate said square for «aid college, 
and to hav# erected upon it the n<w*f«sry 
and rroper buildings for the med'oG de¬ 
partment of esdd college, and also to pur¬ 
chase a sultnMe library, apparatus,' et<* 
for the use of the said department st the 
expense of the city of Louisville, and that 
the sold medical department be placed 
under the control and management of the 
trustees of the Medical Institute of Louis¬ 
ville. 

“Hevcn th—Th a t. these resolutions be pub¬ 
lished In the city papers, and that they 
be laid before the Mayor and Gnuncll of 
the city for their action thereon." 


Two years ago the trustees were con¬ 
fronted with this condition of affairs: 
The city then contained a population of 
about a quarter of a million people. There 
wax no opportunity offered In the city for 
higher education beyond the high schools, 
aside from th# technical schools of law and 
medicine conducted by the university. 
This community was, perhaps, the largest 
community In the United States where 
such conditions prevailed. The citizen 
who was unable to send hie child away 
to college must allow his child to go 
without a higher education. There was 


no opportunity for a mechanic, unless he 
could send hla aon away to some college. 


-ray to 

to have him educated In higher me¬ 
chanics. An electrical, mechanical or ©rirll 
engineer could no« gain his technical edu¬ 
cation In this city. This condition closed 
the door of opportunity to many yoqpg 
men of splendid aptitude. Tho condition 
was shameful and really reflected upon 
the Intelligence and civic pride of our 
whole people. Under this general situa¬ 
tion the trustees of tho university re¬ 
garded It a* their highest duty to under¬ 
take to establish a college of liberal arts 
In addition tp ths college of medicine and 
the oollege of law. It was Impossible, of 
course, to establish a full-grown college 
of liberal arts at once. The project In¬ 
volved development from a small begin¬ 
ning. It was absolutely necessary that 
this beginning be made, tn oeder to lay 
the foundation for future building. It 
was necessary to have n going concern. 
In order to Attract public attention and 
excite public Interact. The trustees were 
without funds to make the beginning. No 
oollege can pay Its way from Its own 
earnings. The student always receives 
many Bines more than he pays fur. It 
was determined by the trustee* to ask a 
few of our pubMc-spInted citizens, who 
could afford the outlay, to furnish suf¬ 
ficient funds to yneet the expanses of a 
modest college of liberal arts for three 
years. This was known as the founders' 
fund. 

Under this plan the College of Llberat 
Arts has been modestly conducted for

Establish College Square. 


At the next mating of the Mayor and 
Board of Councilman, which was h»?ld on 
April 3. J®7. Levi Tyler appeared before 
the Mayor and Board of Counrllmen ami 
presented the above resolution a. which 
had be*m passed by the town meeting. At 
that time James Guthrie wou a member 
of the City Council, and h« offered tn 
the Council the following resolutions, 
which were unanimously adopted: 

“First—That. In accordance with the 
resolutions of the citizens of the 30th 
March, 1837. adopted at the Radical 
church, the square bounded by Chestnut, 
Magmxlncf, Eighth and Ninth streets, 
shall b# given ns a college square, and 
that the city of Louisville will undertake 
to build on said square the necessary 
buildings for a rordtea! college at a cost 
not exceeding $3<i.DUU. and that the city 
will advance in cash, for the purpose of 
purchasing a library, anatomical mu¬ 
seum and the requisite apparatus, etc., 
for the use of a medical school, the sum 
of $2C.0h0, and that the control and man¬ 
agement of the school be placed under the 
direction of th© pre*ld«int and managers 
or the Medical Institute of Louisville. 

“S«*'ond—'That tpe fiiuznce committee of 
the board cause a conveyance of said 
square to be prepared, stipulating for 
the erection of the i>ulJd!ng* contemplat¬ 
ed. for a medical school and other col- 
lf*ge edifices, and providing therein that, 
upon the future obtentlon of a charter 
for a col lore or university, the said 
square, buildings. Hbrzrt, museum, appv 
mtus. etc., should, with the consent of 
the city. Iks conveyed to the trustr-e« of 
such college or university, and providing 
If the said square, buildings, property, li¬ 
brary. etc., should cease to be used fyr 
a medical school, the whole should revert 
back to %nd revest lo the city of Lou¬ 
isville. and be for the city benefit.

JUST ONE STABLE THEORY, 


“The Faithful Sayings of Christ** was 
the theme of the discourse by the Rev. 
Dr. "5. Walton Gray bill, at the West¬ 
minster Presbyterian church. First and 
Ormaby streets, laat evening. He took 
bis text from Timothy 1., 15: "Jesus 
Christ came to the world to save the 
sinners, of whom I am the chief.” 

"This la the faithful saying The 
sayings of Christ are very helpful. They 
are the elements of success and of fail¬ 
ure If not true. The sayings of the 
Prophets, Rabbis and Disciples were 
very- common In the days of Christ. He 
encouraged them and said that the man 
who kept His sayings was Uko the man 
who built his hou*e upon the rocks 
while those that didn’t keep them built 
their houses upon the sands. The writ¬ 
ing of the Apostles, the sayings of the 
Apostles, the Apostles* creed And the 
Lord’s prayer are the sayings of Christ. 

"In me realm of science, philosophy 
and medicine sayings have been proven 
unworthy of credence and the ultimate 
word In science has not been spoken. 
Rut this saying Is acc»?pted because of 
its universal application and adapta¬ 
tion. Paul’s own experience at the 
three great centers of religion, phil¬ 
osophy and civilization, namely Jer¬ 
usalem. Athens and Rome, shows the 
truthfulness of the universality of the 
acceptance of this saying. This differ¬ 
entiates the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
from all other world’s religions be¬ 
cause they were racial and limited 
where the Christian religion Is uni 
vernal.

A Universal Theory. 


"Many sayings are absolutely false. 
Many sayings accepted by the people 
of centuries ago are now regarded as 
untrue and dangerous. In the matter 
of this text It Is true and worthy of 
universal acceptance for the Gentile 
world has accepted It. Paul’s mental 
power and capacity made him under¬ 
stand. He felt that Jesus Christ had 
come Into the world to suve sinners 
and had saved him. After all the things 
that we feel are the things we believe 
to be true. 

"After all, our dogmas of theology’ 
resolve down to this one saying and 
that is that Jostis Christ came to this 
eurth to save sinners. He came be¬ 
cause God sent Him. He came be¬ 
cause It was His Father’s will and 
poured out HI* heart’s blood for the 
salvation of man. That longing to go 
back to Christ Is what makes this 
saying universally accepted. It Is not 
a matter of theory, but a matter of 
faith and fact. His mission was to 
seek and save." 

ON EDWARD EVERETT HALE, 


Christian Miller, who was for twenty- 
flvo years engaged In the feed business 
In Louisville, succumbed to a compli¬ 
cation of diseases at 5:30 o'clock yes¬ 
terday afternoon. Although h« had been 
In declining health for several weeks, 
Mr Miller w«s able to go to his office 
and no alarming symptoms developed 
until Saturdny night when he grew 
worse. He lapsed into unconsciousness 
nnd *ank steadily until the end came 
yesterday. 

Mr. Miller was 63 years of age and 
was a nutlve *of Germany. He came 
to this country* when he was one year 
old. He first went Into the fef»d busi¬ 
ness at Seventeenth and Prentice 
streets and later established the firm 
of C. Miller & Hons, nt Eighteenth 
street and Magnolia avenue. The vol¬ 
ume of business Increased so greatly 
that a year ago a branch was estab¬ 
lished at Third avenue nnd L street.

The Rev. Dr. W. H_ Ramsay De¬ 
livers Sermon. 

The Rev. W. H. Ramsay, pastor of the 
Church of the Messiah, had as the topic 
of his sermon yesterday, "Edward 
Everett Hale: A Great American 
Prophet." He spoke as follow’s: 

"Kdw’ftrd Everett Hale was a renown¬ 
ed general In the ranks of those who are 
fighting for social Justice and the high¬ 
er civilization of mankind. His per¬ 
sonality and Influence were vast, out¬ 
standing and pervasive. It would not 
be possible In half an hour to speak of 
his many-sided, versatile career as lit¬ 
erary man, poet, reformer, statesman 
nnd religious prophet, with a burning 
nnd clear message for our age. This 
will be worthily done In due time. I 
will try simply and briefly to speak of 
the great moral arid religious principles 
that ruled this man’s life and gave to 
him the powerful Influence that he 
wielded for half a century or more in 
broadening and humanizing the Ideals 
of our American Christianity, or rather 
of our civilization. 

"Edward Everett Hale hAd the In¬ 
estimable advantage «rf being free¬ 
born religiously, of being bom Into a 
homo unbllghted by dark and derpres- 
j*|ng religious dogmas. Many of us 
have had to struggle or fight our way 
Into freedom of thought and conscience 
Ih-rotigh the tangled mazes of supersti¬ 
tion. ignoranoe and fear. ’With a great 
price wo obtained this freedom;’ but 
not so Dr. Hale. He nays of hlmuelf: 
‘That man lias an advantage, not to be 
estimated, who Is bom, as I w-as. into 
a family where religion Is simple and 
rational; who Is trained In the theory 
of this religion; so that he never krxnvs. 
for an hour, what those religious or ir¬ 
religious struggles are. I always knew’ 
that God loved me. and I w’o* grateful 
to him for the world he placed mo in. 
A child who Is early taught that ho 
is God’s chlkl. that ho may live and 
move and have his being In God, and 
that be bos. therefore. Infinite strength 
at hartd for the conquering of any diffi¬ 
culty. will probably make more out of 
life than one who is brought up to 
believe that he bom the child of wrath 
and wholly inoapable Of good.* 

"Dr. Hole had what Prof. William 
James calls ’the religion of hoalthy- 
mlndcdm-ss/ The secret of his Influ¬ 
ence lay largely in this splendid, w’hole- 
some faith In the Divine possibilities 
and moral capacity of his own nature 
and in that of his fellowmon. Like 
the Great Master, he appoaJed to the 
good or the God in men. He used to 
say very often; ’This Is God’s world 
and no devil’s. The Constitution of 
the United Staten.' he says, ‘and of ail 
the fttates. all rest upon the presump¬ 
tion that men have the right and wish 
for Its advancement. A fre<? and great 
democracy could not be built upon a 
humanity as rotten and bod as the 
Calvinist dec hires it to be The Amer¬ 
ican people have based their institu¬ 
tions on the postulate of the Unitarian 
Church, that all men and women arc 
the children of God.* 

"Back of this faith there was, of 
course, the fact of the superb mental 
and physical endowments of this man. 
and the ultimate fact of personality, 
and w’hat w> call genius. I)r. Halo 
was no theologian and did little toward 
the solution of ultimate problems of 
thought. He was even less of a 
churchman. He was essentially a pro¬ 
phet, a reformer. He was no mere uto¬ 
pian dreamer, but a practical idealist 
who saw what could done under 
existing conditions to better the condi¬ 
tions of human life and remove artl-1 
tidal barriers of social injustice to th** 
progress of mankind. While dogmatic 
theologians were splitting metaphysical 
hairs, and narrow minded sectarian.* 
were quarrelling over definitions «»f 
Christianity, and even refusing to glvt> 
to such men as he the right to the 
Christian name. Dr. Halo simply w*ont 
about like his groat Master doing good 
nnd aplying thoj principles of the nutne 
of Nazareth to the problems and condi¬ 
tions of perplexed and suffering hu¬ 
manity. Speaking of the nature of real 
Christianity, he said: 'Verbal defini¬ 
tions are of no consequence. Je*us 
Christ’s own statement la singularly 
clear, "Ye are my friends If ye do what 
l command you.’ " 

••‘The name which the early Chris¬ 
tians gave their religion w’as "The 
Way." It was always the path on 
which men go.* He said that the trou¬ 
ble with the historic church Is that It 
did not choose to follow the Master, but 
rather to define his nature, and to 
anathemlze and cast out or murder 
those who dared to disagree with It.

WILL TOTAL HALF A MILLION 
DOLLARS WHEN DONE. 


SITE IS TO COST $40-000. 


A moss meeting of Louisville Bap¬ 
tists was held at the Wulnut-street Bap¬ 
tist church. Third avonue and St. 
Catherine street, yesterday afternoon In 
the interest of the proposed (500.000 
Kentucky Baptist Sanitarium that Is to 
be erected In this city under the direc¬ 
tion of the Goneral Baptist Association 
of the State of Kentucky. The proposi¬ 
tion as it now stands is for the Louis¬ 
ville Baptists to pay for the site and 
the Baptists out in the State to supply 
the funds for building the hospital, 
which Is estimated to cost about (460,- 
000. The site, as was announced yes¬ 
terday afternoon by Dr. Samuel E. 
Woody, who presided at the meeting. Is 
the old University grounds In the 
square bounded by Eighth and Ninth 
streets and Chostnut and Magazine 
streets. 

• • • 

Site To CoBt $44,000. 


Dr. Woody aJsp announced that the 
contract for the »lte calls for the pay¬ 
ment of $11,000 on August 1 next, and 
the remainder to be paid In equal pay¬ 
ments In one, two and three years. The 
total cost Is $44,000. The board of 
trustees of the proposed sanitarium are 
Dr. 8. E. Woody, chairman; the Rev. 
M. P. Hunt. Dr. R. W Taylor. Dr. W. 
T. Bruner. E. M. Coleman and W. E. 
Caldwell. This board was named at the 
last meeting of the General Association 
of Baptists of the State. In opening the 
meeting at 3 o’clock Dr. Woody said 
that the General Baptist Association 
had been trying to get up interest in 
the proposed hospital for three years. 
He said three years ago a committee 
was named for that purpose, but did 
nothing. Again a committee was named 
and things went by default He said 
at last meeting of the association the 
present board was appointed and It had 
secured a site for the sanitarium. 

Dr. Woody said there were 325,000 
Baptists In Kentucky and it was time 
they were doing something In the sani¬ 
tarium line. He said the Methodists, 
Episcopalians and Catholics were forg¬ 
ing to the front and had done much 
In the way of taking care of the physi¬ 
cal man In their sanitariums. He 
urged the Baptists to get down to work 
and show* what was In them. He sold 
the Baptists wanted a place where 
they could tnke care of their sick as 
other denominations da

Mors Than Talk Necessary. 


On the rostrum were seventeen Bap¬ 
tist ministers of the city, but the meet¬ 
ing was not as large as was expected. 
Dr. W r . W. Landrum, pastor of the 
Broadway Baptist church; Dr. J. B. 
Marvin and others made short ad¬ 
dresses In behalf of the undertaking. 
Dr. I^indrum said that he w*as heartily 
In favor of the erection of a modern 
Baptist sanitarium. He said much 
money had been raised In Kentucky 
for educational purposes among the 
Baptists and he saw no reason why 
more money should not be raised for a 
hospital for the State. Dr. Landrum 
said that a modemly-equlpp* i d hospital 
in Kentucky tvould do much toward 
unifying th«; Baptists of the State. He 
said other States had such hospitals. 

Dr J. B Marvin, who Is a physician, 
started off by saying that It would take 
more than talk to erect and conduct a 
big sanitarium as was proposed. He 
said that he did not And any fault with 
the site selected, as It had been known 
us medical square for over seventy 
vefirs. He said any hospital should 
bo conveniently located to the central 
part of the city or somewhere easily 
accessible by physicians. Dr* Marvin 
said that the Baptists had a *>!g ta.*k 
before them If they erected suC) a hos¬ 
pital as proposed. He said ^ that It 
should not be known as a hospital for 
Baptist patients only, but si ?uld be 
throw’n open to the public when It came 
to pay patient^. He favored a build¬ 
ing on mMem‘.lines, that Is spread out 
on the ground’ Instead of building It 
high In the air. Ho said twx> stories 
was plenty high. He sold that It would 
coat Baptists more to run a hospital 
than it does the Catholics who have a 
sisterhood and brotherhood who look 
after such Institutions. 

The proposition Is to build the hos¬ 
pital in three wings Each wing Is to 
cost $150,000 The brick, stone and 
other material that can be used from 
the buildings that are now on the prop¬ 
erty are valued nt $10,000.

OFF LOUISVILLE’S FACE. 


Little Left To Tell Tale of the Glo^y 
That Accompanied Imperial 
Session. 


Within the next day or two there 
will not bo a vestige left to tell the 
tale of wrhat w’as one of the greatest 
gatherings In the history of the Shrln- 
ers’ order. Friday some of the decora¬ 
tions disappeared, but It was not until 
Saturday and Saturday night that the 
Shrine colors began to fade awra.y rapid¬ 
ly. The big reviewing stand In front 
of the Jefferson-county oourthou.se w’ae 
torn down Saturday and by night not 
n plonk was left to tell the story of 
the great Shrine pageant.

SUBJECT OF HIS ADDRESS. 


HITS AT TRADES UNIONS AND 
ILLEGAL COMBINATIONS. 


SERMON TO PRINCETON CLASS 


Princeton, N. J.. June IS.—The mem- 
l*en» of the class of 1909 of Princeton Uni¬ 
versity and 4 their families nnd gue t< 
gathered in Alexander Hall to-d;«y to 
hear Piesldent Woodrow Wilson deliver 
his baccalaureate sermon. The academic 
procession of faculty and trustees formed 
at Nassau Hall at 11 o’clock. Sud a few 
minutes later Dr. Wilson b««an his last 
address to the graduating class. He sal I, 
In part: 

•• ’Duty* Is a very handsome word—1 b a 
very handsome thing—but let every man 
look at It that he comprehend what It 
really meane. It conveys an obligation 
from within, not merely from without. 
Wo have not done our duty, w’o have not 
oven earned our wages, when we have 
done merely that which we were obliged 
to do. We have done our duty when we 
have done that which we know completes 
the service; when wo have put the best 
that was In us Into the task, our hearts 
Into tho bargain. 

• • • 

Strikes At Trades Unions. 


"You know’ what the usual standard of 
the employe is In our day. Tt Is to give 
as little as he may for hts wages. Labor 
Is standardized by the trades unions, and 
this Is the standard to which It is mode 
to conform. No one la suffered to »lo 
more than the average workman can do. 
In some trades and handicrafts no one Is 
suffered to do more than the least sktlfui| 
of his fellows can do within the hours 
allotted to a day's labor, and no one 
may work out of hours at all or volun¬ 
teer anything beyond the mlntjrnum. I 
need not point out how economically dis¬ 
astrous such a regulation of labor in. 
It Is so unprofitable to the employer that 
In some trades It will presently not be 
worth his while to attempt anything at 
all. He had better stop altogether than 
operate at an Inevitable loss. The labor 
or America Is rapidly becoming unpront- 
oble under its present regulation by those 
who have determined to reduce It to a 
minimum. Our economic supremacy may 
be 16at because the country grows more 
and more full of unprofitable servants. 

• • • 

Cheat Nobody But Themselves. 

"But we do not need to turn to the 
trades unions to Illustrate our disregard 
for the true meaning of duty. You know¬ 
how some men cheapen their college di¬ 
plomas bv getting them for as little work 
as possible, and you Know that the diplo¬ 
mas t hey reeelvo mean nothing. They 
cheat nobody but themselves. The service 
of study Is meant for nobody but them¬ 
selves. They Impoverish their Jives and 
Impair their own efficiency by their neg¬ 
lect. They are very unprofitable servants 
to themselves; they have skimped their 
service 50 per cent, and make their future 
associate.** In business receivers of the 
bankruptcy, reorganizers of their energy. 
They will not deceive themselves later 
about their profit and loss account.

Hits At the Trusts. 


••• • • w* have Just posse 1 through 
an era In which men kept their legal 
obligations as well as usual, and yet 
came near ruining the country, plied up 
wealth and forgot how to use It honor¬ 
ably. built up business and came near to 
debauching a nation. It Is a very re¬ 
markable thing and should be very Inter¬ 
esting to the author of the text I ani 
commenting upon. 1 need not remind yoii 
of the various abuses In the business 
world which recent legislation has been 
more or less unsuccessfully attempting to 
correct, of the vast combinations by 
which capitalists in tills, that and the 
other line of enterprise have sought to 
control the markets of the country, of the 
special favors the railway* have granted 
to some of their shippers and the mani¬ 
fest Injustice and ruin they have Imposed 
on others, of the Incalculable values, and 
lacks of vnlue, given to securities in the 
stock market by methods of financial 
manipulation long In vogue unchc-cked. tu 
most unheeded—of the thousand and one 
ways In which what were thought to be 
the business Interests of the country wer® 
pushed forward without regurd to any¬ 
thing but the profit of those Immediately 
concerned. That profit, stated In terms 
of wealth, was signally well served. What 
wo* intended was accomplished—and with 
the results you know. You have lr.ard 
the whole story many times, nnd with 
many variations, true and false. What 
has not been sufficiently noticed and em¬ 
phasized is that most of these colossal 
processes of wealth which have now 
fallen under our condemnation were con¬ 
ducted by honest men who w*t*re keening 
within the bounds of the law. There 
W’ere rogues among them, of course, but 
no more than age will show, and they 
were almost always rejected by their 
coinradeji when they were found to be 
rogues. The whole huge game, so far 
as Its success was substantial itnd last¬ 
ing. was on honest man's game; no 
crook* or blacklegs W’ere wittingly ad¬ 
mitted Into It. Every man nerved hi* own 
particular Interest with extraordinary In¬ 
tensity and devotion and with Immense 
success, and could have told you with 
frank and steady eyes that he had done

“Success Has a Heart.” 

"But what unprofitable servants thev 
were—unprofitable even to themselves 
and to the business enterprises they 
served. Many of thneo enterprises are 
for the time being discredited, their pros¬ 
perity almost faulty checked by a uni¬ 
versal distrust and suspicion by hostile 
legislation, by arrested credit. Every¬ 
thing that for their sake should be steady 
hoe been thrown out of poise and b« : ance. 
Their very success has been questionable. 
If you demand of success that it bring 
enjoyment and content with It Success 
has a heart and you should look into It. 
It Is often of lead, sometimes of gall, 
sometimes of dry pith, only somotlraoc* a 
source of living Joy. 

"No mere material object gained ever 
brought happiness No man llv**s w'th 
possessions. He Uvea with his 
thoughts, with his Impulse, wdth his 
memories, his satisfaction and hln hope 
The men who brought disaster upon busi¬ 
ness by wire cm brought It because they 
ran with blinder* upon their eyes, .m* 
only the Immediate task under their 
hands, volunteered no look around. tc\M 
no call of thought or wish upon their fel- 
lowmen. left statesmanship to politicians 
and public Interest * to the cenaors of 
public morals, attended wholly to their 
own business.

JURY FOR COMING 

OLYMPIC GAMES 


Body To Be Composed of 
Representatives of All 
Nations.

T IIE decision of the International 
Olympic committee that an Inter¬ 
national Jury and not the country 
holding the games should have 
control of the Olympic games programme 
Is looked upon os a justification of the 
Kick made by America over last year's 
affair, says a special from New York. In 
tD’lng to gather an opinion from those 
Interested in International athletics here 
on tin matter It was learned that the 
American Olympic committee wus no 
more, that It was dead for the present, 
and perhaps would never be revived 
again. However, a former member of that 
body said: 

"This decision about on international 
Jury means nothing In a way. for Swe¬ 
den will have the right to arrange tho 
programme ns It pleases, and that Is the 
principal thing. Perhaps Sweden may not 
be antagonistic to America, and will ar¬ 
range tho programme after tho customary 
manner of having the sprints and tnlJ^b 
distance runs first, with the distance and 
long distance races toward the end. 

"If, on the other bund, the programme 
is to be arrang’d by an international Jury 
It will be a serious Job. A couple of week* 
before the opening of the gume* represen¬ 
tatives of the countries intending to com¬ 
pote would gather and discus* the pro¬ 
gramme. How much backing America 
would get In such a conclave Is a matter 
of conjecture. There would have to be an¬ 
other sitting over the drawing of heats 
and other minor matters, and altogether 
there Is a big Job ahead of this Interna¬ 
tional Jury, not forgetting that it will be 
something of a Job to get them together 
every time they're wanted." 

At the annual convention of the Ama¬ 
teur Athletic Union lust November a com¬ 
mittee of the wos appointed to look after 
the IntftrcflU of America in future Olym¬ 
pic contests. This committ»*e Is James E 
Sullivan, chairman/ Bartow 8. Weeks. 
Gustavo* T Kirby,'Everett O. Brown ami 
Joseph B. Maccnbe. At this convention it 
wits also decided tlint unless the A. A. 
U. approves of future Olympic game* no 
athletes belonging to It will be sent there. 

America, too. must have a voice In the 
drawing of heats and arrangements of 
the programme, else tho athletes will stay 
at home. 

Jam*'* E. Sullivan dlfl not much care 
to b<* Interviewed on the decision of the 
International Olympic committee, but be 
said: , . 

"It Is too soon yet to be talking of the 
Olympic game* of 1912. Vjkero will be 
many change* In the world before that 
lime. Tina International Jury Is a step in 
the right direction, but it ia not the first 
time it has been tried, for the Athens 
games of 1»#> were under the control of 
such a Jury. It met every morning to pain 
on protest* and similar Items of the day 
before and to arrange about the contests 
of that afternoon. For all interested this 
government by jury Is perhaps the most 
satisfactory; but, after all, you only need 
competent, honest men as officials and a* 
a rtiU they will satisfy everybody 
"I think, though, that future Olympic 
games should be arranged In group©, 
with a point championship to go with 
each group. Of course there could be a 
groM big prise for the nation with the 
grand total of points for the entire pro* 

f ;nunm«\ but the best plan would be to 
cliamplonablps for track and field 
sport*, swimming, gymnastics, shooting, 
fencing, etc. " _

The y<*ar# are not many #lnce Browne 
wus considered the best of the National 
League speed king*. He was the fu$tcst 
outfielder tn baseball at one time and the 
best bas« runner in the bustne#*. 

In U»u4 Browne wn* a member of John 
J. Mc«5raw*# champion Glanti*. Tn 19J5 he 
belonged to the same baseball ofgunlxa- 
ttoo. He played right field for McGrow 
In both years. In 1904 he fielded .936 and 
th* following year saw him secure an 
average of nine points better. Hu hit 
.283 in 1904 and ten points above that 
In 1905. 

New York secured him from Philadel¬ 
phia. and although hls work In the renin 
sylvanta cltv luid been remarkable. It 
wo* In New York where ho reached the 
heigh.t of hi# fame. There he belonged 
to a team of stars and with the winning 
club that it w;t» he had a better chance 
to p> nt hi# best, for Browne Is one of the 
men who does not set The world on fire 
when the meti around him are raising 
no smoke. ... 

Ho Could Bun. 


As long n* they play baseball, Browne 
will be remembered a# one of the men 
who played It. How they would love to 
sec Browne "get on." Just about as 
much as they love to see Cobb get on In 
thou© days. There was trouble when 
Browne reached first. 

After George mado the turn and re¬ 
turn od to the s ick, and before the pitcher 
begun winding to throw to the next but¬ 
ter. Browne’s hands would reach to hls 
hip pockets. That's where he had hls 
kid gloves, and to Brow no kid rioven 
nv-nnt jurt about us much iu» tt mt*k 
tneane to a catcher Those kfd glow* 
wore fingerle*# and they fitted tightly. He 
wouid stand oh first base ond strip them 
on In n hurry- then lead far off and get 
ready to steal. 

And he stole. He pilfered by ffrdng Into 
a base hand* first Instead of fret first. 
He'd never slide* that way. Hands and 
arm* stretched to the limit. Browne would 
dive for n l«ag Palm# were downward, 
always. Injuries came to him on rare oc¬ 
casions. 

He was particular about hls hands, wa* 
Browne, lie started the kid glove habit 
as a mean of protection, and he continued 
It am a superstition. And ho kept on 
stealing.

Making Third. 


One day Brooklyn and Ntw York were 


engaged In a clo«© game. Browne was 
at bat. Ho made a short jab at the ball 
and it began to roll slowly along the white 
lino between third and the plate. 

"Sammy* Strang wti playing third for 
Brooklyn. Samuel came in on the bunt. 
Ho saw It roll. Ho hoard, "Let her roll" 
from three players at the same time. Ho 
did. The ball rolled. It barely touched 
tho line ond tt finally stopped rolling- 
Inside tho chalk mark. Strang picked up 
the ball and looked toward first, but 
there wo# no one on the sack; he turned 
to second, but no Brown® wo# there; thon 
he hr ard Browne's voice behind him: 

"Here I be, 'Sammy/ " 

Tho ball had not rolled more than forty 
feet, but Browne turned It Into a three- 
base hit.

He still shows some g<«od 
speed on the base#. 

But Browne wears kid glove# no nrr?. 
Browne I* still speedy, but— well, tb.- 
missing gloves tell the story. 


J ACK O'BRIEN got the bumping ol 
hls life and Stanley Ketchcl dll 
something that Jack Johnson fane* 
to do when the Quaker boxer wa4 
so badly b» uten up In and one-hall 
rounds in Philadelphia l^st Wednesday 
evening that Refere* McGulgua stopped 
tho contest. Ketchcl appears to have slro- 
ply rushed In on hls man and worn him 
down by sheer strength and smashing 
power, writes Muluchy Ilogan, tho Chi¬ 
cago refuree. In the Chicago Record- 
Herald. 

Many enthusiastic comments appeared 
in the Eastern press the next day. writ¬ 
ten by experts who had scuta at the ring, 
aide. One described Ketchel’s style us bas¬ 
ing something like that of Terry-McGov¬ 
ern. Ketrhel kept swinging hls head from 
side to aid* as ho went In, thus escaping 
many a punch aimed at him, at tho aamt 
time never causing the tireless drumming 
uf hla fists Into O'Brien** stomach. 

O’Brien's best blows fulled to have any 
effect. Hls hands possibly may have trovy 
bled him, but even the hardest jolts Ip 
sent to Stanley‘s face seemed of no avail.

slice of It. This would be true especially 
if bo won the hrevywelght title from 
Jack Johnson In October. Johnson Is said 
to have grown more careless In hls 
methods and Ifas not kept up the mod¬ 
erate style of living he followed when he 
first reached this country. He has de¬ 
veloped a fondness for late hour*, and 
siine account# are to the effect that he 
lias not been careful In hls diet. If this 
Is true, he will not find a strong, vigor¬ 
ous young man of Ketchcl*# order any

Jim Jeffries was quoted as saying that 
the result of the O'Brien-Ketchel bout 
might save him the trouble of training 
for a bout with Johnson.

AMERICAN KING DEAD.

Edgar Thompson, onco an American 
citizen and a resident of Albion, near 
Carml. IlL, but for Ihe past twenty- 
five years a Malay King, ruling over 
tho barbarian natives of one of the 
FIJI Island*, in dead. 

Thl« man, who deserted hls relatives, 
hi* homo and hls race, giving up for¬ 
ever everything that had been a part 
of hi* Ilf'’, for the tropical bartuirlans 
and Uk lust for adventure that called 
him with an Irrc-slatlble force, leaves 
by ht* death a kingdom to hls only 
child, a son by a Malay princess whom 
he made hls Queen. 

Before hls death, news of which has 
Just reached thcw»e who once knew 
Thompson as a boy in Carml, this 
strange American King of the Fljls 
wrote a long lot ter to hls sister, in 
California, telling her of hls strange ex 
pertence* since he left Carml. forty 
year* ago. as a young man to seek 
adventure In the far-off Islands as 
strange as any ever recorded on tho 
page* of fiction. 

He told her h«w ho reached the Isl¬ 
ands and married a FIJI prtneews; ht*w 
he won the faith of the natives and 
then wns inode their King, declaring 
he would live the rest of hi* life and 
die as the ruler of tho savages. 

Txvii week* ag<> there came to light 
in Albion the story’ of how Thompson 
started on hls strangu Journey to the 
Fiji Islands, which resulted In hls 
t Transformation from an American 
youth into a barbaric monarch. 

Tho story was found In the record 
book of a secret society of fivo young 
men. which Thompson Joined when 
boy in school. This record told that 
the purpose of the society was to go 
to the FIJI Islands and subdue them 
There they were to *urt a* supreme rul¬ 
ers of the land. In accordance with 
their jHan*.

With the. rapid approach of harvest the 
position of the short seller Is becoming 
much more tenable, the “scenery** tnul he 
has been selling for some time !• rapidly 
materializing Into property that can be 
delivered in settlement of a contract. Ex¬ 
cept for u limited quantity of old and 
new cash wheat wanted to meet im¬ 
mediate needs of consumers, the actual 
property is by no means the deal mbit 
proposition it was a few weeks iince. 
The owner is constantly confronted with 
the certaiuty that »he Ion gw It Is held 
the lees It is worth. This was the ex¬ 
planation of the general desire to unload 
July wheat.

Wheat Traders Short. 

Ninety-five per cent, of the wheat trad¬ 
ers are now bearish mid u majority are 
shorn They declared the long-deferred 
June break Is now at hand and predict 
a good break In prices The best judgo¬ 
of the market conditions say the crowd 
has sold all their long wheat and wont 
short. However. It Is claimed they are In 
a position where they can easily be scared 
into covering. Meanwhile the bull leaders 
in wheat are not the least disturb.>d and 
intimate they expect to *ee nervous 
markets at this season and ns yet have 
seen nothing to cause a change of view* 
regarding (he cereal.

Looking For New Wheat. 

The bulls argue that the bears will be 
able to make a little capital out of the 
nrst movement of new wheat. The millers 
are paying 11.22 for car lota of hard 
winter at present, and. the bulls declare. 
It does not look like a good business prop¬ 
osition for them to Ignore the first move¬ 
ment of new wheat at $1 to *1.10 or even 
$1.25. They will want a lot of wheat and 
It is doubtful whether the first movement 
will be large enough to go around.

Week’s News Depressing. 

With the exception of unusual strength 
In the Northwestern markers' on both 
sides of the International line, the bulk 
of the week's news was of a depressing 
eort Insofar aa prices were concerned. 
There were good rains over the section 
west of the Missouri River, <cctvndlng 
from Texas to the Canadian line. This 
was of void value In filling the Kansas 
and Nebraska crops, which ore now ap¬ 
proaching maturity and the tains also 
helped the spring wheat prospects vastly 
In North and South Dakota. 

News from abroad indicated that the 
famine scheduled for Importing countries 
by the theorists was growing more and 
more remote. The world's shipment* for 
the week were about 11,867.000 bushels, 
which was nearly 3.500,00 k bushels moto 
than for the corresponding period last 
year. Shipments from India were enor¬ 
mous at 2,364.000 bushels, as against none 
a year ago, Argentine shipments were 
over 1.000,000 bushels more than, for the 
previous week, but about 900.000 bushels 
less than for the same period a year 
ago. United Statos visible for the week 
will show a very slight decrease.

June Crop Report. 

The June crop report, which woe issued 
last week, was about in line with popular 
expectations, possibly showing a little 
more spring wheat and a little less win¬ 
ter wheat than the trade had anticipated 
The figures Indicated the total crop of 
about 632.000,000 bushels of wheat, of 
which about 3h£).M0,O00 bushels are winter 
and 303.000.000 bushels are spring wheat 
There was the expected falling off In the 
condition of tne winter wheat wrest of 
the Missouri River its well as the im¬ 
provement In the soft winter States east 
Although It was generally expected that 
the report would show « high spring- 
wheat condition, the trade was hardly 
prepared for a condition as high a* 26.1 
The Increase In acreage of 1.183.01V) acres 
more than was harvested last year was 
probably a little morn than the trade had 
been expecting. Nevertheless the sprln- 
wheat report was given a rather bullish 
construction after It had been thoroughly 
digested, as the June promise has never 
yet been harvested. There Is almost in¬ 
variably quite a shrinkage bet ween June 
and harvest In spring wheat. The shrink¬ 
age last year was nearly 64.0)0.000 bushels, 
the winter only 9.000,000 bushels.

Corn Controlled By Weather. 


Corn was strong early in the week and 
on Thursday all trading futures sold at 
the highest price of the crop year. This 
strength was based on wet weather which 
was expected to curtail marketings and 
Interfere with cultivation. There was 
also very* little corn offered by the coun¬ 
try. Later In the week, however, the 
w*eather conditions Improved decidedly, 
and Nebraska and Iowa were offering 
corn freely. As a result the previous ad¬ 
vance was lost. Prices at the end of Fri¬ 
day's session showed an advance of He 
for September and for December for 
the week. July was unchanged 
Oats values ranged lower principally on 
fine weather and good crop prospects. 
Speculative operations In the pit were on 
a small scale. Price changes for the 
week were a loss of %c for July. He 
for September and He for December.

Provision Market Drained. 


Packing concerns absorbed all the of¬ 
ferings of provisions last week and the 
market was drained, forcing prices high¬ 
er. September pork sold up to $20 20 and 
was at that price at the close on Friday. 
Traders in provision* are as badly mixed 
regarding probable future prices as at 
any time In years They are finding It 
very hard to get used to the current level 
of prices, which are fully up to the ma¬ 
nipulated values which resulted in pome 
of the bad speculative failures of former 
year*. Meanwhile the rash Interests re¬ 
port a good demand for product, available 
supplies are not excessive, the predicted 
“June run" of hogs Is behind Its schedule 
and has not yet loomed upon the horizon 
arid profit-taking sales by longs bring no 
material reactions.

New York. June 12.—The stock market 
continues under strong control, prices 
at Limes receded under realizations, but 
the general undertone remains firm. This 
Is owing to the rising tide of confidence. 
If It bo asked upon what thla new confi¬ 
dence is based. It must be answered that 
It Is due to the general Improvement in 
business, together with lessened opposi¬ 
tion toward corporations, which, with one 
or two notable exceptions, are conducting 
themselves with more regard for public 
welfare and legal requirements than for¬ 
merly. The Iron trade continues to lead 
In this respect. Heavy orders for all kinds 
of steeel products were placed In May, 
and tiie month of June promises to be 
also a very active month, so far as re¬ 
gards the receipt of now orders. The spec¬ 
tacular rise In Steel stocks is much more 
due to this reason than to efforts for 
their listing In Paris. The latter merely 
indicates a desire to provide a worldwide 
market for these securities, which are al¬ 
ready scattered all over Europe- 
Fully 90 per cent of the United States 
Steel Company's productive capacity is 
now supposed to be employed; and as the 
company’s expenditures out of earnings 
for the Gary plant and other improve¬ 
ments have about reached their culmina¬ 
tion. the Impression gains that a larger 
proportion of the profits will hereafter 
be applicable to dividends, hence the 
strength of the common stock. The activ¬ 
ity' in Southern Pacific was also a fea¬ 
ture. proving that the big men are still 
active In the market and engaged In its 
support.

Bankers Keeping Up Prices. 


In fact, ail Indications suggest that 
our leading bankers or© interested In pre¬ 
venting any Important reaction from pres¬ 
ent high prices. The big leaders are still 
well loaded with stocks which they desire 
to distribute, and are consequently In¬ 
duced to carry the market to an high a 
level os possible. Thus far the public has 
shown little disposition to ntd theso gen¬ 
tlemen in their philanthroplcul pro¬ 
gramme, but remains in a skeptical frame 
of mind and seems indisposed to invest nt 
the present high level. On the otht*r hand, 
few holders are Inclined to part with good 
stocks while general conditions rvmuin eo 
favorable. Money continues excessive y 
cheap, and tills, of course. Is a powerful 
element toward the support of values, for 
even at present prices many stocks afford 
satisfactory returns when compared with 
>revailing Interest rates It roust be bo. n* 
n mind. too. that many of our Industrials 
owing to business recovery ara beglnnl ig 
to earn larger profits, while the railroads 
also are getting their full share of recov¬ 
ery and securing considerably better not 
results than a year Ago. 

• • • 

Improvement In Crop Outlook. 

While the crop outlook Is not all that 
might be desired, it shows Improvement 
and presents nothing to occasion ularm. 
It is quite possible. If not probable, that 
we shall have as large a cotton crop this 
year as lost year. In spite of the agita¬ 
tion for decreased acreage. As there Is 
good profit in raising cotton at present 
prices, and cotton is the most Important 
crop In the adjustment of our foreign 
trade balance, the outlook In this reaped 
Ik entirely satisfactory. Whatever short¬ 
age there may be in wheat will be more 
than compensated for by the large In¬ 
crease In corn acreage. If average condi¬ 
tions prevail we shall produce a record- 
breaking corn crop. As this crop exceed* 
In value any other two crops combined, 
and farmers are securing very profitable 
prices for this cereal, it Is reasonable to 
hope for another profitable hanregt. 

Wheat Is. of course, a very profitable 
crop at present figures, though It Is not 
without significance that the present 
high price of flour has so checked con¬ 
sumption os to cause supplies to accumu¬ 
late and force price cutting among the 
mills. The fruit crops are not In as good 
condition as last year, and all crops com¬ 
bined are officially slated to be 4 points 
below last yvar. but * points above the 
year before. With our Industrial and 
agricultural situations both in such prom¬ 
ising condition, tt is not surprising that 
confidence Is growing, and already run¬ 
ning into a strong degTee of optimism. 
The dangers that onco more confront us 
are those of overconfidence, excessive 
speculation und the fostering of unsound 
and Illegitimate enterprl***. all of which 
are stimulated to an unwholesome degree 
by an excessive supply of abnormally 
cheap money. The gnat expansion In 
loans shows upon what an extensive scale 
speculation Is now being conducted by big 
operators.

While this condition remain*, we 
can onlv advise purchases for quick turns 
and selling on all pronounced advance*. 

As evidence of bualnes* activity. 1i may 
be cited that bank clearing* In May at 
all cities were almost 20 per cent. In ex¬ 
cess of the same month last year, and 


Winchester, Ky.. June 11—[Special.]— 
It Is claimed that the pledge for the 1909 
crop now being perfected by the district 
board of the Burley Tobacco Society Is 
the best and strongest business proposi¬ 
tion that has ever been made to llie 
growers In any of the tobacco organiza¬ 
tions. It la believed that a fight won On 
thla pledge will solve the problem for 
years to come, because it places the 
growers of tobacco In a strong financial 
position that will cause the opponents of 
the farmers' organisation to "sit up and 
take notice." 

The new pledge contemplates a uniform 
system and uniform charge* in ail coun¬ 
ties. which provision. It ki said, will eJim- 
Inata waste and friction and secure the 
most economical management. 

The pledge provide* that the society 
shall carry Its own Insurance, und that 
In this one Item $400,000 will be suved to 
the growers. It is estimated that from 
the time tobacco of the 1906 crop began 
to be delivered to the purchasers of ail 
the tobacco In the 1906 and 1907 oroj* 
about $600,000 was paid out In Insurance, 
the average rate with the old Insurance 
companies over the district being $: 60 
tier annum on the $100. The actual losses 
by fire have been lew* than $76,000. Since 
the new plan proposes to Insure the to¬ 
bacco for actual cost, the saving to the 
growers will be over 1400,000. 

Other features of the pledge, such as 
the financing, prizing and storing, are sold 
to be equally attractive. Those who have 
given the new pledge the most earnest 
study believe that organized on the basis 
provided by this pledge the society will 
In the future be invincible. The pledge 
will be finally revised this week and then 
made public and the campaign beung.

Colored cottons are being purchased by 
tho manufacturing trades for late deliv¬ 
ery. Denims advanced n quarter of 4 
cent a yard during the week The mill 
representatives In tho market are being 
forced to ask higher price# for all future# 
on account of the sustained high prices 
of the raw material, and this has limited 
trading somewhat The miscellaneous ex¬ 
port markets are buying steadily In small 
quantities, but the large Oriental market* 
remain quiet. Very large Holes of print¬ 
ed goods have been made. Ducks are 
showing steady Improvement, but the 
price movement Is slow

lett Crane, tvhose lectures on food sanita¬ 
tion are regarded by the club as liavlng 
been Invaluable. 

The set of resolutions Is as follows: 

Whereas. The Federation of Women's 
Clubs Is deeply Interested In the move¬ 
ment for the conservation of our for eats 
and the development of our waterways, 
realising that the future prosperity of 
the nation depends upon these measure*; 
therefore. 

Resolved, That every club woman 
should throw her Influence to foster such 
public opinion as will soon result In defi¬ 
nite action.

Another feature of the improvement 
is that the screen, luHng the full size 
of the window-, allows iui unobstructed 
view. With the old atyle narrow *cre< n 
the sftjih was raised Just high enough to 
be Inconvenient to look under or over 
it. making it practically out of the 
question for a passenger to see out of 
the window with comfort. The new 
full size screens will be appreciated 
particularly by those traveling on the 
lines of this company in the South dur¬ 
ing the summer. 


Miss Virginia Wolf Tells 
Identical Story. 


LITTLE DOUBT THAT STUMPFF 
TOOK LIFE. 


AGED WOMAN EXPIRES WITH¬ 
OUT MEDICAL AID. 


BLANKET REMONSTRANCE UP. 


Miss Virginia Wolf, who was brought 
to the Clark county. Indiana. Jail in Jef¬ 
fersonville on Friday afternoon to lay 
out a lino and costs amounting to $10 
imposed against her by Magistrate Henri 
DeBrot on the charge of intoxication, and 
who was the oniy p T*nn at the home 
of Michael Stumpff when a shot was tired 
that sent a bullet through h*« head. wu» 
visited yesterday morning by Coroner 
Froman M. Cools to if any further 
particulars could b« learned regarding 
thr Ufath of Stumpff. Miss Wolf naa re- 
gainrd her normal oc^dJllon and talked 
intelligently about the death of Stumpff. 
but the original stjrv a* told on Friday 
morning was not deviated from in any 
material point. 

She still assert* that she was not In 
the room when the .-not was tired, and 
was attracted there by the explosion, to 
hnd Slump!! lying on the bed with blood 
pouring from a wound in his head and 
the apartment filled with powder smoke. 
Her tlri»t thought, st>« Bald, was to call 
for assiAtunce to so© If something could 
not be done for the wounded and dying 
man. She hurried to the home of David 
Daily, who had been uwakened by the 
report of the pistol, but could not under¬ 
stand from what direction the noise enme. 
According to the testimony taken by 
L'oroner Coots, it was only about five 
minutes, perhaps less, from the time Mr. 
Drdly was awakened until he heard Miss 
Wolr at his door shouting for help. 

There is one point that cannot be ex¬ 
actly understood, and that is the position 
of Stumpff'* body when it was found by 
Mr. D*!!y and George Deuser. Several 
Inches away from StumpfT's head was a 
large amount of blood on the pillow, 
showing It was there where the shot was 
fired. It Is claimed that Mis* Wolf at 
first said she raised Stumpff‘s head when 
she ran to him. hut when Coroner Coot* 
took her statement she denied this and 
Mill does so. It was for this reason that 
Coroner Coota desired to talk with Miss 
Wolf when she had become entirely com. 
posed, hut she remained unshaken. 

The funeral of Stumpff at Charlestown 
yesterday afternoon was largely uttended. 
he being a man who was well liked by all 
class**. So far not the least thing has 
developed to change the impression gen¬ 
erally held that he took hie own life. 

Found Dead In Her Bed. 

Mrs. Jane Ward, who was 74 years old. 
was found dead in bed at the home of 
her daughter. Mrs. Nancy Moore, at Ben- 
nettavtlle. Ind., on Saturday morning 
about 7 o'clock, but the fact did not be¬ 
come known to Froman M. Coots, Coro¬ 
ner of Clark county, Indiana, until a tele¬ 
phone message reached him in Jefferson¬ 
ville late that night. Glover L. COois. 
deputy coroner, had Just time enough to 
catch the last Sellerabur* car, which 
leaves Jeffersonville at lli32 p. nv. and 
he was compelled to remain In the town 
over night. The delay in making the 
call was occasioned by a doubt ns to 
whether It was necessary'for the Coroner 
to view the body. 

At the formal Investigation made by 
the deputy coroner It was found that 
Mrs. Ward had died from a, cerebral 
hemorrhage after she had g.»he to her 
room to lie down on account of not feel¬ 
ing well. She arose early Saturday morn¬ 
ing and a few- minute* later became 111. 
She then returned to her room and tw-o 
hours later Mrs. Moore went to the apart¬ 
ment to see if her mother needed any 
attention and was surprised to And she 
was dead. She was the wife of William 
Ward, who is employed as a section hand 
on the Monon railway. A number of rel¬ 
atives survive her.

Indiana, will 
be held In Jeffersonville on Wednesday 
to pass upon the application of John B. 
Staton for a license to retail Intoxicating 
liquors at Henryvllle, which was con¬ 
tinued at the regular meeting of the 
board on June 7.

Nutritive Value of Beer. 

(From The Literary Digest. May SI, 19W } 

Some years ago a great outcry was 
raised over Prof. Atwater’s discover) that 
alcohol In small quantities was oxidized 
In the human system and produced heat, 
and was therefor* a food. After a long 
and acrimonious discussion. In which the 
pnifeasor was called a number of hard 
names, it dawned upon his detractors 
thut this scientific fact did not in any 
a ay deny the evils of Intemperance or 
oppose their advocacy of total atstlner.ee. 
It was. Indeed, merely a scientific truth, 
with no moral bearing one way or the 
other. A somewhat similar report has 
Just been made public by a special Gov¬ 
ernment commission in England, in which 
a good word Is uttered for the nutritive 
value of beer. The general Idea that beer 
Is primarily an alcoholic drink Is op¬ 
posed In this report, which holds that, 
when well and properly made, it Is a bev¬ 
erage containing a very small amount of 
alcohol and a relatively Jorge amount of 
nutritive material. Says "The Hospital" 
(London. May l),ln an editorial about 
the report: 

"It is time that the erroneous view that 
beer hA* no nutritive value In Itself, and 
merely consists of a beverage upon which 
a certain portion of the community In¬ 
toxicates itself, should be exposed and 
discredited. Tho results of our Commis¬ 
sion show that l»eer Is par excellence the 
nutritive Alcotcllc beverage. All beverages 
because they contain alcohol should no« 
be regarded in the same tight The spUlt- 
nlpper is committing quite a different act 
‘he beer-drinker. In fact, beer is 
_*£3Thei . * moved, from th© point of 
view of its alcohol content, from some 
wines and all spirits than It It from 
ginger-beer. 

"When a man drinks good beer he 
drinks and cats at the same time. Just 
as when he eats a t>owl of soup. Th«* 
terms 'eat* and 'drink* are curiously but 
Inconsistently used os connoting the dif¬ 
ference between what is merely quench¬ 
ing our thirst e.nd what is actuaJIv con¬ 
suming nourishment. Our Commission¬ 
ers point out a man might more properly 
be sold to eat beer than to out certain 
kinds of soup. or. Indeed, watermelon. 
Their report alTl enable members of the 
medical profession and the public to un¬ 
derstand dearly what constitutes good 
beer, end where end how they may ob¬ 
tain it. Brer drinkers, th* number of 
whom we hope will Inertase considerably 
»* the result of the researches of our 
Commissioners, nr© row In a position t» 
protect themselves from hnd beers, nnd 
we hold the view that it would 
be Infinitely better for the well¬ 
being of the people of these is¬ 
lands as r whole If they were to se¬ 
lect beer as (heir habitual drink rather 
than wines or spirits. Climatic conditions 
have a good deni to do with the dietetic 
value or substances used for Allaying 
thirst. Our Commissioners pmperlv drive 
home that when a man drinks beer or 
stout habitually, he Is not only drinking 
but eating, a fact which had not been 
sufficiently recognized In recent years. 
The*© beverage* contain all the elements 
of a typical diet, with th© exception of 
fat. snd in a proportion approximately 
physiological. Our Commissioners remind 
us that If the worth of a food Is measured 
by its calorimetric value, the fact is 
that a gins* of good ale Is approximate!v 
ns nourishing as a glass of tnllk, nrd 
that a quart of good beer Is nearlv equiv¬ 
alent to a quarter of a pound of beef.** 

Beer and stout, the writer goes on to »\y, 
ari\ of course, not sufiable for the obese* 
or for those with renal disorders, glyco¬ 
suria or diabetes: but where there is no 
counter-indication their habitual use in 
moderate quantities Is certainly mor© 
beneficial than that of wines or spirits. 
We rep.d flirt her- 

“Another Important medicinal aspret o" 
beer and stout, and especially of the lat¬ 
ter. Is their hypnotic action. Stout ,1s 
one of the most harmlfss and best hyp¬ 
notics we possess, and Is often ftxr more 
efficacious In the treatment of tn«orm»la 
than drugs. Fart of their action Is due, 
our Commissioners remind us. to the hyp¬ 
notic principle contained In hops, and th© 
more heavily these beverages are hopprd 
the more marked Is their hypnotic action 

• • • Another point In favor of berr and 
stout as beverages Ir that the likelihood 
of their containing pathogenic organisms 
1« too extreipely remote. This gives 
them, like tea nnd cuff©©, a grant advant¬ 
age over milk, for thev are all prepared 
under conT.li i<«ns which render pollution 
bv Infective bacteria extremely Improb¬ 
able. 

"These remarks must not be miscon¬ 
strued We are quite as alive a* our 
Commissioners are. to the tremendous 
barm done by the abuse of alcohol and 
the good done bv sympathising with tem¬ 
perance. At the same time, with th« 
philanthropist's d#»1re to improve min- 
kind, w© have the scientist's regard for 
fact. Upon untruth no enduring fabric, | 
however phllsnthronlc in motive, can 

♦ v#-r be securetv built. The fact Is that 
good, properly-made be©r is n beverage 
containing a very small amount of alco¬ 
hol and a relatively Jarcr amount of 
rutrlttve material. It Is too often forgot- 
trn that beverage* like glnge--be,*r and 
kumiss ornlaln slightly more than t per 
cent, of atcobol. while there are beer* 
on the mi-rket containing onlv 2 or 3 per 
cent, of this drug Our CammUsloncrs 
give some Interesting cnrnpnMsons l»e- 
Ifweon beer, tea and h©«*f-tea.
